The Bo* ton Merchant** Association 
celebrated Its twenty-fifth anniversary 
with & banquet last night, the orators 
being Postmaster General Smith, Jap¬ 
anese Minister Takahlra, Henry Wat- 
fersen and Senator Hanna. 


/ Trenton, N. J., Deo. 10.—[Special.]— 
Another move will be made In the Ri¬ 
ga rrtio game of great railroad combina¬ 
tions. The Northern Securities Com¬ 
pany has been followed by the granting 
of a charter under the Laws of New Jer¬ 
sey for a similar combination with the 
title of the Southern Securities Com¬ 
pany. 

As the mission of the first named 
corporation Is to absorb the securities 
of the Northern Pacific, Great Northern 
and other Northwestern railroads, so 
the ostensible purpose of the new trust 
will be to secure control of the leading 
Southern lines, but what lines have not 
been developed. 

• • • 

Better Than Hlll-Morgan Charter. 


There Is said, however, to be another 
significance to this new combination, 
with a nominal capital of $100,000. which 
CAn be increased whenever desired. The 
charter of the Northern Securities Com¬ 
pany lacks a vital provision, which Is 
embodied In the charter of the new con¬ 
cern. This condition is that the com¬ 
pany may conduct business in any of 
the .State* and In any and all foreign 
counitrles. provided that nothing In the 
charter sdiall be construed to authorize 
the coriporaition to transact any business 
in any other State, territory or foreign 
country contrary to Jit* provisions f the 
law’* of such State, terftory or foreign 
country. 

It is pointed mit that this revision 
brings the charter of the new corpora¬ 
tion Into conformity with the Interstate 
rurTtmerre Tate. whrch.~TT*Tis VofftendetY. 
is not the case wKh the charter of the 
Northern Securities Company. 

• • • 

May Be For Same Purpose. 


It Is thought that the same people 
comijose both the present and poten¬ 
tial corporations, and that the Southern 
Securities Company will be operated 
with the millions of the original com¬ 
bine. but this is only a surmise. Th»- 
proposed pool will, under pr*»\i*lons *»f 
Its charter, have the same powers and 
privileges and be operated for substan¬ 
tially the same object as the Northern 
Securities Company 
The directors of the new company are 
evidently not the real factors, for their 
names are unknown In the larger finan¬ 
cial worid. They are C. Frederick Smith, 
John K. Turner. Edwin B. Hawkins. 
Edward T. Magoffin and Walter H. 
Bond. These men have two paid-up cer¬ 
tificates each credited to thfir names, 
making $1,000.

Charter Carefully Drawn. 


Boston. Dec 10.—The Democrats com¬ 
pletely overwhelmed the Republicans in 
the city election to-day. Gen. Patrick A. 
Collins being elected over Mayor Thom¬ 
as N. Hart by the largest plurality In a 
quarter of a century. The Democrats 
likewise obtained control of both 
branches of the city government, elect¬ 
ed ihelr Street Commissioner. Salem 
D. Charles, and practically all th<dr can¬ 
didates for the School Commission. As 
usual the city voted strongly in favor 
of license. 

The result of the canvass was fully as 
much of a surprise to the Democrats 
as to their opponents. The most san¬ 
guine Democratic prophet lost night 


claimed only 7,000. yet this plurality was 
nearly tripled. Two years ago Mayor 
Hart defeated (Jen. Collins by 2.281 
votes and polled something over 40.000. 
This year the total Republican vote for 
Mayor was a •trifle over 33.000. the small¬ 
est given a party candidate for Mayor 
since 1893. despite a registration al- 
mvst 50 per cent, larger than then. YK 
Gen. Collina received over 52,000 vote*, 
the largest in the history of the city, 
and he carried eighteen of the twenty- 
five wards. 

In South Boston two prominent Re¬ 
publican politicians were ari-ested on 
suspicion of having obtained repeaters. 
This, however, was the only unusual 
feature of the day. 


HANNA MUST MAKE HIS DEAL 

WITH "BOSS” COX IF WITH ANY MAN 


Cincinnati’s Thirteen Members of the Ohio Legisla¬ 
ture Agree to Bo Only As They Are 
Bidden By the “Boss.” 


Cincinnati, Dec. 10.—A sensation was 
caused here to-night by the action of 
the thirteen members of the Legis¬ 
lature from Hamilton county. The 
meeting was called because of the re¬ 
ports current during the past week of 
a contest between the friends of Sen¬ 
ator Foraker and Senator Hanna ov»r 
the organization of the Legislature 
which meets January 6. The party 
caucuses will be held In Columbus the 
preceding week, or about three weeks 
hence, for the nomination of candidates 
for President pro tem. of the Senate. 
Speaker and Sj»eaker pro tem. of the 
House and all other officers in the Leg¬ 
islature. The successor of Senator For - 
aker will be elected during the eecond 
week of the session and the Republican 
caucus for the nomination of Senator 
will not be held until after the Legis¬ 
lature convenes ajid Is fully organ¬ 
ized. 

The members of the Legislature say 
they have reports from both Washing¬ 
ton and Columbus that the friends of 
Senator Foraker are seeking to name 
the officer* under the Legislature, and 
that some of them arc working with a 
view to opposing the re-election of Sen¬ 
ator Hanna two years hence. It Is con¬ 
ceded there will be no opposition what- 
ev er to the re-election of Senator For¬ 
aker next month. They cite published 
statements that have recently been 
made by both of the Ohio Senators re¬ 
garding these contests, and also the 
statement of Charles L. Kurtz, who Is 
credited with being the head of a move¬ 
ment at this time for purposes of pres- 


] tlge In opposing Senator Hanna two 
‘ years hence. 

Mr. Kurtz headed a fusion of Repub¬ 
licans and Democrats in the Legislat- 
I ure four years ago In opposition to Sen¬ 
ator Hanna, and it is claimed now that 
he is preparing under ‘the Foraker 
banner” for another fight against Han¬ 
na two years hence. 

In this connection George B. Cox, the 
Republican leader In Hamilton county, 
the home of Senator Foraker, has b^-en 
appealed to repeatedly by both sides, 
and he has refused to Join either fac¬ 
tion. It is conceded, with the Hamil¬ 
ton county delegation solidly baf*k of 
him. that he held the balance of power. 
I The three Senators and ten Represent¬ 
atives of Hamilton county to-night or¬ 
ganized wdth Senator Eckert as chair¬ 
man and Representative Cook as sec¬ 
retary. and. after discussing the con¬ 
test between the Foraker and the Han¬ 
na men for places In the Legislature, 
Invited Mr Cox to the meeting. He 
made a statement of ihe pending trou¬ 
bles and urged the delegation to wrork 
for party harmony without regard to 
personal preference*. Before adjourn¬ 
ing the delegation unanimously adopt¬ 
ed the following offered by Senator 
Hosea: 

Resolved. That the Hamlhon county del¬ 
egation to the Ohio legislature. having 
tbus far been benefited by the advice and 
counsel of Mr. George R. Cox. hereby 
agree to be governed by hts further ad¬ 
vice in the matter of the organization 
of the Senate and House of Repreeent- 
atlvea 

It la understood that Mr. Cox la op- 
poeed to the slates that are said to 
Imve been arranged, and that ho will 
act os a mediator for harmony. Much 
significance 1 h also given here to-night 
to the fact that Gov. Nash was In the 
city to-day, and in consultation with 
Republican leaders till he returned to 
Columbus to-night.

"It Is learned that th> Southern Se- 
curltie* Company has not, as was at 
first rumored, been formed to combine 
some of the great railway systems of 
the South, but that its object is to hold 
the securities of certain minor trans¬ 
portation lines, and companies owning 
terminal facilities at points on or near 
the Gulf of Mexico.”

BIG DAILY OUTPUT OF OIL. 

Twelve Hundred Barrels Secured In 
Wayne County Field. 

Knoxville. Tenn., Dec. 10.—(Special.] 
—F. W. Wiser, one of the promoters of 
the Kentucky oil fields In Wayne coun¬ 
ty. reports that there are eight n*w oil 
wells in that locality producing an ag¬ 
gregate of about 1.200 barrels of oil 
daily. The three Struble well* run the 
best, their combined output being 925 
barrels a day. There Is one well with 
fifty barrels dally capacity, one with 
thirty, one with seventy-five and two 
with fifteen. There are two other w’ells 
w hich have an abundance of oil, but are 
not yet "shot.” All of this oil Is now’ 
piped to Somerset. 

One new well lias been struck about 
eighteen miles northwest of Sunny- 
brook. near the Cumberland river, 
w’hlch is producing twenty-five barrels 
without being "shot.” This oil flows 
from a point 400 feet below the vein at 
Sunnybmok. The Kentucky Union Oil 
Company will, it Is said, run a "dry 
hole" down to this level In the hope of 
tapping a good flow.' of oil. If this 
proves successful, several other aban¬ 
doned "dry holes'* may again be work¬ 
ed and extended to lower depths. The 
outlook for the Kentucky-Tennessee 
oil fields is very promising indeed.

NO ONE ON RIVERS AND HAR¬ 
BORS THIS TIME. 


TENNESSEE ALSO IS DENIED. 


In None of the Great Committees Has 
a Member From the State 
Been Chosen. 


SMITH THE RANKING MEMBER 


Washington, Dec. 10—r^peclal.]—The 
members of Hie Kentucky delegation 
fared badly In the committee assign¬ 
ments to-day. For the first time in 
years the name of a Kentuckian docs 
not appear upon any of the great com¬ 
mittees of the Houee. Representatives 
Smith again received his old place on 
the Judiciary Committee, and Is the 
highest ranking member of the delega¬ 
tion on committees. The portions held 
by Berry', Pugh and Gayle on Rivers 
and Harbors. Appropriations and Pub¬ 
lic Buildings and Grounds went to 
members from other States. The 
changes are, of course, largely due to 
the number of new men In the delega¬ 
tion, but nearly oil the old members 
put in application for better assign¬ 
ments and had their wishes disregarded. 

It was expected that the Speaker 
would at least give the State a place 
on the Rivers and Harbors Committee, 
but for some reason he did not care to 
do so, though both Representative 
Gooch and Representative Kehoe were 
well qualified for the place and highly 
indorsed. Ex-Congressman Berry was 
recently in Washington and to hla ap¬ 
pearance Is attributed Gooch’s failure 
to go on the committee. Berry and Hen¬ 
derson are Intimate friends, and accord¬ 
ing to the story going the rounds to¬ 
night the ex-Congressman Is a candi¬ 
date for re-election to Congress. This Is 
the explanation given In political cir¬ 
cles for Gooch’s failure to land the place. 
Mr. Berry is sold to have been for Rep¬ 
resentative Kehoe for the vacancy his 
defeat created, but Mr. Kehoe also fail¬ 
ed to get on the committee. 

Repreiw mattve Wheeler was a^aln *«~ 
nlgued by the Speaker to the Naval Af¬ 
fairs Committee, where lie made su-t b 
an excellent record In the last Con¬ 
gress. Representative Alien was re¬ 
turned to the Committee on Agriculture, 
Representative Rhea to Banking and 
Currency and Labor, Representative 
Smith to Judiciary and Ventilation and 
Acoustics. Repiesentative Irwin is well 
pleased with his committee—Railways 
and Canals—having gained some expe¬ 
rience In that line while serving In the 
capacity of State Halln ad Commission¬ 
er Mr. Irwin was also assigned to 
Patents and Expenditures In the Agri¬ 
cultural Department. R«prefentatlve 
Gooch was assigned to Coinage, Weights 
and Measures and Expenditure* in the 
State Department. Representative 
Trimble went to the Committee on 
Claims and Expenditures in Public 
Buildings. Representative Gilbert again 
went on Private Land Claims and Ex¬ 
penditures In the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment. Representative Kehoe drew War 
and Expenditures In the Agricultural 
Department. Representative White went 
on Pensions, which Is satlHfactory to 
him. and was In addition assigned to 
I^evees and Improvements on the Miss¬ 
issippi River. Representative Boreing 
was returned to his old committees— 
Printing and Pensions.

How Tennesseeans Fared. 

Representatives Patterson, of Mem¬ 
phis, and Padgett, of Columbia, the two 
new members of the Tennessee delega¬ 
tion. were given splendid committee as¬ 
signments to-day. Mr. Patterson was 
assigned t<J the Committee on Insular 
Affairs, which will be a most important 
committee this session. Mr. Carmack 
w’as on this committee. Mr. Padgett is 
placed on the Committee on Banking 
and Currency. Mr. Cox. his prede¬ 
cessor, was on this committee. Repre¬ 
sentative Snodgrass takes Mr. Cox's 
placo on the Military Affairs Commit¬ 
tee. but, of course, being a recent addi¬ 
tion to the committee, is placed lower 
down on the Democratic list. M.r. Cox 
was the ranking Democrat on the Mil¬ 
itary Aff&lta Committee, The other 
Tennesseeans are given their old places 
on the committees. 

Representatives Sims and Snodgrass 
were anxious to get on the Rivera and 
Harbors Committee. As both were as¬ 
pirants a meeting of the Tennessee dele¬ 
gation was held to devise some means 
of preventing a division, so that some 
Tennesseean would get on the commit¬ 
tee. As a result Messrs. Snodgrass and 
Sims went to Speaker Henderson and 
informed him that Tennessee wished to 
be represented on the committee, and 
that any member of the delegation he 
might choose would be acceptable. They 
nl»> insisted that If he u’ould not ap¬ 
point ft Tennessee Democrat on the 
committee to appoint a Tennessee Re¬ 
publican.

Dec. 10.—The second session 
of the tetanus inquiry commission, or¬ 
ganized to fix the respondbllfty for thir¬ 
teen deaths folh»wtng the us* of city 
anti-toxin* was commenced this after¬ 
noon in Mayor Well*’ office. Martin 
Schmidt. Assistant Oty Bacteriologist, 
offered mn<st startling testimony. H*. 
dtM-Jared that Dr. Amnnd Re void, the 
Cfity Bacteriologist, had directed him on 
October 3 to prepare for diatrlbuUon the 
serum drawn from the horse "Jim,” 
xvhich had been shot the day before be¬ 
cause it had tetanus 

"Dr. Ravold told me." said Schmidt. 
"Lhat the serum could be safely used, as 
the horse had not been affected wdth 
tetanus on September 29. when the 
drawing w-ns made. 

"I knew'.*’ the witness declared, "that 


the serum was poisonous and unfit for 
use on human beings, but I felt that I 
could not question) Dr. Ravold*s order. 
So r went ahead and carried out the 
orders." 

The witness repeated his recent asser¬ 
tion before the Coroner, that the poi¬ 
soned serum was sent out to pfrysticSiana 
without having been first tested on 
guinea-pigs. 

"It was difficult <to obtain gr>od guinea- 
pi g*." said Schmidt; "ail the available 
pigs had been used for tests during the 
summer, and hence were not In a fit 
condition for anfii-toxin testa. 

"I do not know of any tests of the 
last drawing of arwtl-toxln being made. 
If such tests had been made I would 
have known of It," 

Schmidt testified that the serum was 
kept, unlabeled, in ihe Ice box, and that 
the drawings of different dates were 
deftermined by the memory of the col¬ 
ored Janitor.

TEXT OF THE PAYNE BILL 


Democratic Members of the Ways snd

members of the Way* and Means Com¬ 
mittee to-day agreed upon a Philippine 
Uulff measure and inter the entire mem¬ 
bership of the committee.

At an early meeting 
of the Republican members. Col. Ed¬ 
wards, «’htcf of the Insular division of 
the War Department, was further heard 
as to the methods employed In framing 
the schedule of rates on imports to the 
Philippines. In particular he brought 
out the fact that care woe taken to 
consult wddj the interested Industries 
whenever a delicate question of adjust¬ 
ment arose. 'Hie War Department 
Showing brought out the fact thit In 
effect the United 8tates enjoys a prefer¬ 
ence under the present Philippine rate*, 
for although, no preference I* ex¬ 
pressed. yet article* are so described as 
to prefer the American products. 
Canned goods are specified a* a marked 
instance of this, the description being 
such as to fit the American product an I 
give it a decided advantage over for¬ 
eign canned goods. 

The Republican members of the com¬ 
mittee began voting on various features 
of the Philippine bill s« soon as Col* 
Edward* had been heard. The first vote 
was on Representative Russell's (Conn.) 
motion to impose 80 per cent, of tbs 
Dingley rotfe* and live Philippine Com¬ 
mission raite*.

SEVERAL RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


Washington. Dec. 10.—Speaker Hen¬ 
derson. at the session of the House to¬ 
day. announced the appointment of the 
committees. 

Usually the committees are not ap¬ 
pointed until aft©r the holiday recess, 
but Speaker Henderson had the situ¬ 
ation well In hand, when Congress met, 
and. having completed the lists, he an¬ 
nounced them. The early appointment 
of the committees should facilitate leg¬ 
islation considerably. A general speech 
on the Philippines was delivered by 
the venerable ex-Rpenker Galusha A. 
Grow, of Pennsylvania Mr. Burke (9. 
D.) formally announced the death of 
Senator Kyle, and. as a mark of re¬ 
spect, the House Immediately ad¬ 
journed. The adjournment was until 
Friday. 

After the reading of the Journal Mr. 
Richardson (Tenn.). the leader of the 
minority, offered a resolution to place 
upon the House pay-roll the four spe¬ 
cial employes usually allowed the mi¬ 
nority. The resolution wa3 adopted 
without division. 

Mr. Hemenwav (Ind.), chairman of 
the special committee to consider and 
report a bill to fix the salaries of the 
officers and employes of the House, sub¬ 
mitted the report of the committee. The 
committee reported that the reforms 
Introduced through the agency of the 
Moody committee at the last session 
had accomplished much, and that there 
appeared to be no necessity of further 
changes for the present. The report, 
however, recommended that the special 
committee be continued during the 
this purpose was adopted.

Punishment Provided For All Forms 
of King Killers. 

Washington, Dec. 10.—Senator Gal- 
ilngcr lntrodu<^>d In the Senate today 
an antl-ararchlst blU, prepared by the 
Hon. Edgar Aldrich, United States Dis¬ 
trict Judge of New Hampshire. The bill 
provides for the puntvhmer.t by dcach 
of any person who shall Intentionally 
kill or who with ln*.en< to kill thnR as¬ 
sault th? Piesidcnt of the United States, 
die Vice President, persons in succes¬ 
sion to the presidency, ambassadors end 
ministers of foreign countries, ie*idrii f . 
in the United States. The some penal¬ 
ties are prescribed Tor persons who ethsii 
Incite othere to any of the foregoing 
deeds. For threatening u> kill any men 
holding one of the positions mentioned 
a sentence of thirty years is provided 
and ujxrn conviction of any person who 
shnll expressly, openly or deliberately 
approve of the intentional, violent or 
unlawful killing of any of the persons 
named, the imprisonment Is fl**2 
twenty years. Th* death penalty l* fi*^d 
for anv pcrMiti or persons Associating 
tlierr.setves together or assembling with¬ 
in any State or territory for the pui- 
pos»*» of discussing or considering mcaav* 
for killing any person charged with the 
duty of executing the Federal laws or 
any chief or head of a foreign State or 
country, or any ambassador or minister 
accredited to the United State*. The bill 
further provides tha'i persons who shah 
openly or deliberately advocate the vio¬ 
lent overthrow* of any and all law to 
the prejudice of good order and the 
well being of civilization, upon convic¬ 
tion. shall be Imprisoned for a period 
of ten years, or less, Justice In the 
particular case may require.

MR. MORGAN’S CANAL BILL 

Provides For a Permanent Board and 
a Regiment To Guard. 

Washington. Dec. 10.—Senator Mor¬ 
gan to-day Introduced a bill providing 
for the construction of the Nicaragua 
canal. The bill provides for aji aggre¬ 
gate appropriation of $180,000,000, of 
which $5,000.00) Is made immediately 
available and of which such other 
amounts ns are needed from time to 
time The control of the canal and of 
the canal belt in vested in a board of 
eight citizens of the United States, la 
addition to the Secretary of War, who 
Is to be president. These members of 
the board are to be paid a S aLry of 
$8,000 a year each, and they are to be 
chosen regardless of political affiliation. 

There Is a provision authorizing the 
establishment of a regiment from the 
regular army on the canal belt to guard 
It properly, and courts also are au¬ 
thorized. conformable to the powers 
gronmd by the Governments of Nicara¬ 
gua and Costa Rica. There is also & 
provision making three divisions of the 
canal during it© <*nnHtructlon, and there 
is to he a chief engineer and two as¬ 
sistants on each division, the chief to 
receive a salary of $6,000 and the assis¬ 
tants $3,000.

KNOX APPOINTMENT GOES OVER 


Union Leaders Expect Acquittal, As 
There Is No Evidence Against 
Them, They Say. 


Washington..Dec. 10.—The open ses¬ 
sion of the Senate to-day was devoted 
to routine business, such as the pre¬ 
sentation of petitions, memorials and 
bills. The Senate then went Into execu¬ 
tive session, on motion of Senator 
Lodge, who has charge of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, and adjourned at 
1:55 o’clock p. m. 

Senator Hoar presented the report of 
the Committee on Judiciary recom¬ 
mending the confirmation of Attorney 
General Knox. He made a brief state¬ 
ment referring to the protests against 
confirmation as made by the Anti- 
Trust league, but said that after giv¬ 
ing careful attention to this representa¬ 
tion the committee had decided to rec¬ 
ommend confirmation. No opposition 
was voiced, but action on the nomina¬ 
tion was postponed by common con¬ 
sent, The Senate then, before taking 
up the Isthmian canal treaty, proceeded 
to pass upon other nominations, of 
which there are an exceptional large 
number before the Senate. 

• • • 

Hay Canal Treaty Taken Up. 

After a number of nominations had 
been confirmed Senator Lodge called up 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty and mad? a 
brief statement regarding it. The Sen¬ 
ate then adjourned in order to give the 
Democratic Caucus Committee an op¬ 
portunity to hold a meeting. 

Mr. Lodge conte-nded that the new 
treaty does away with all the objec¬ 
tionable features of the treaty of the 
last Congiess. and enumerated the par¬ 
ticulars In which the revised agree¬ 
ment conforms to the action of the Sen¬ 
ate In the last Congress, when the old 
treaty was before it. He analyzed the 
new treaty from beginning to end, 
showing that In specific terms it abro¬ 
gates the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 
1850, which, he said, had stood con¬ 
stantly in the way of the construction 
of an isthmian canal. The abrogation 
of this treaty, he contended, was a most 
Important accomplishment, and he did 
not believe that the United States 
should or would lose an opportunity to 
make secure that concession. 

Senator Lodge aJso called attention to 
the omission In paragraph 1 of article 
3 of the words. “In time of war. as in 
time of peace.** He said that in the 
old treaty the paragraph read, “^mt 
canal shall l»e free And open. In time of 
war as in time of peace, to the vessels 
of commerce and of war of all nations 
on terms of entire equality, etc.” 

He urged that the omission of this 
phrase had the effect practically of 
leaving the United States to do with 
the canal in time of war according to 
Its own good pleasure. 

• • • 

May Fortify If We Choo«e. 

He also referred to the fact tha* rule 
7 In the treaty of the Powers regulat¬ 
ing the control of the Suez canal, which 
had been embodied in the original Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, had been omitted In 
the revised draft. He quoted this rule, 
which provided that “no fortifications 
shall be erected commanding the canal 
or the waters adjacent, etc.” This, he 
said, was a material concession to the 
United States, and was quit* sufficient 
to meet the objections made against 
that agreement, that the United States 
would have no power to protect Its 
property. It practically left the United 
States free to fortify the canal In case 
K should be considered desirable to do 
so. and was In line with the otnlaslon 
of the restriction keeping the canal 
open In time of war. The fact that the 
invitation contained In the old treaty 
to the various Powers to give their ad¬ 
herence to the agreement had been 
eliminated from the new convention, he 
said, was another compliance with th* 
action of the Senate on the original 
treaty. i 

These concessions Mr. Ix>dg* urged, 
wer» ample and contended that they 
were of such a nature as to render the 
new treaty acceptable to all American 
citizens who wanted to sec a canal con¬ 
structed. Practically, he said. Great 
Britain lmd agreed to turn the entire 
management of the mn*u over to the 
United States, not only In time of 
hut In tim* of war. and no one could 
doubt that In case of hostilities the 
United states would be nt liberty to 
construe the omission of the clause tn 
rule 1 as having this effect. 

• • • 

Neutralization Article Abrogated. 

Senator Culbertson asked Mr. Lodge 
if It will) not true that article 8 of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, establishing the 
general principle of neutralization. Is 
not retained in the new agreement, but 
Mr l>odge replied that while there was 
a declaration to the effect that the gen¬ 
eral principle of neutralization estab¬ 
lished by the article Is still to be kept 
alive, the whole tenor of the new treaty 
was to neutralize and cancel the old 
agreement. He did not consider that 
the article would be of effect any 
longer. 

The treaty will probably be called up 
to-morrow. _ _ 


STRIKERS WILL NOT LEAVE. 


Modlsonvllle. Ky.. Dec. 10.—[Special.] 
—The Webster county grand Jury, now 
In session, has been engaged to-day in 
Investigating the recent a<ttock on tho 
Providence mines, where two men w*ere 
killed and several wounded. The Inves¬ 
tigation will continue for several days, 
as there are many witnesses. Several 
prominent business men of MndlsonvUl* 
have been summoned to appear before 
the grand jury to-morrow and testify in 
this case. They all declare they know 
nothing abou-t the case. Wholesale In¬ 
dictments are expected to be returned 
a s the authorities claim to bo in posses¬ 
sion of the names of every men com¬ 
posing the attacking party. The num¬ 
ber of men in the attacking party has 
been variously estimated at from seven¬ 
ty-five to one hundred and twenty-five. 

On the person of Jarrett Givens, the 
union miner killed In the encounter, was 
found a paper containing the names of 
about forty men. all of whom are known 
to be strikers. The paper also contain¬ 
ed the number and the description of 
the guns carried by each man. Several 
of the men whose names were on the 
paper have been arrested, and are now 
in jail at Dixon awaiting the action of 
the grand Jury. At fhe lime of the fight 
It w-as reported that other papers were 
found on Givens that would serve as 
evidence to ©ecuTe Indictments against 
several well-known men. Who these 
men are was not made known. 

• • • 

Prominent Men Implicated. 

When asked if there was any truth In 
this report a coal company official told 
the Courier-Journal correspondent not 
to be surprised If Indictments were re¬ 
turned against thre? of four leading citi¬ 
zens of Hopkins and Webster counties 
Since the Providence affair two detec¬ 
tives have been at work in these two 
counties securing evidence to be pre¬ 
sented to the grand Jury. The adjourn¬ 
ment of the grand jury Is awaited here 
with much Interest, as the people are 
eager to know who these men are. 

The examining trial of Vice President 
Barnabv, executive board member 
Plackman, Artie Oates and others, all 
union leaders will be called before 
County Judge Hall to-morrow morning 
at 10 o’clock. All these men. with the 
exception of Oates, have been out on 
bond since they wer* arrested. Oate© 
has been confined In Jail since Satuiday 
It Is now thought both sides will answer 
readv when the case Is called. 

R.*Y. Thomas. Jr., of Central City, 
who is the counsel for the union miners 
in the absence of Mr. Yost, arrived here 
to-night. Mr. Thomas will be assisted 
in the defense by Representative-elect 
R B Bradley and Everett Jennings 
Clifton J. Pratt and Cliff J. Waddell will 
assist County Attorney Morrow in the 
prosecution. 

Expect All To Be Dismissed. 

National Organizer Blakely, who was 
one of the first union leaders arrested, 
but who was released on bond, was dis¬ 
charged from custody to-day by the 
onier of Judge Hall, there being no 
evidence against him. The attorneys 
for the defendants claim there is no 
evidence against any of the men arrest¬ 
ed and that they will all be discharged. 

District President Wood, accompanied 
by Mr. Yoat. went to Louisville to-day 
to file additional affidavits before Fed¬ 
eral Jtidge Evans as evidence In the 
case of the Itelnecke Mining Company, 
which was granted a temporary re¬ 
straining order ngainat the United Mine 
Workers. The motion to make this in¬ 
junction perpetual will come up before 
Judge Evans in the Federal Court 
Thursdov The attorneys for the Rein- 
eck© Company are alw securing ad¬ 
ditional affidavit© Several of the af¬ 
fidavit© up^d to secure the arrest of the 
union leaders here will be presented 
to Judge Evans as evidence for grant¬ 
ing the motion to make the injunction 
perpetual.

Union Will Not Withdraw. 


National Organizer Blakely and Vies 
President Barnaby, two of the union 
officials, returned to the city to-day. 
Mr. Blakely In a conversation with the 
Courier- Journo I representative brands! 
as a lie the report that the union of¬ 
ficials were consideilng the advisabili¬ 
ty of withdrawing from this coal field. 
He declared such a thing had never 
been thought of. "Please say for m«\’’ 
he eald, “we are here to stay until we 
organize the nonunion miners of the 
Hopkins county district, even if It takes 
twenty years. We are In a better shape 
financially and every other way than 
we have been since the strike was In¬ 
augurated." 

BIG FLOW OF GAS STRUCK. 


Danville People Drilling In Wayne 
County Expect To Strike Oil. 

Danville, Ky., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
The ML Plsgnh Oil Company which 
was organized here and l» composed of 
Danville stockholders struck a strong 
flow of gas in Its test well in Wayne 
county at a d*pth of About fifty feet, 
which has compelled a temporary sus¬ 
pension of operations. An expert of the 
Standard Oil Company estimates be¬ 
tween eight and ten million cubic feet 
of illuminating gas Is escaping from the 
well ©very twenty-four hours. The in¬ 
dication !s an excellent one for early 
contact with the oil-bearing strata. It 
also overthrows the theories of experts 
that the Wayne field could not be per¬ 
manent on account of the lack of pres¬ 
sure in the oil level©.

LEXINGTON MAYOR ENJOINED. 


Willlamstown. Ky.. Dec. 10,—(Special.] 
—A report has come Trom the Govern¬ 
ment Arsoyer's office at Charlotte, S. C„ 
which fills with delight the miners at 
the Oak Grove gold mine on Stephens 
creek, thki county. A sample of the ore 
taken from the mine was sent there for 
analysis.

J. N. Renaker. who Is the etilef pro¬ 
moter and biggest rtockhold*r. and who 
has. in fact, put up nearly all the money 
for its development, cays that he be¬ 
lieves there Is enough gold In the mine 
to make a dozen millionaires. A number 
of wealthy citizens are ready to take 
stock, but the original promoters have 
so far refused to let any one In. 

A mineralogist, who has been pros¬ 
pecting In the country, claims to have 
traced the vein of ore from the Oak 
Grove mine In a northeasterly direction 
through the county, under the village 
of Mt. Zion at a detail of 300 feet .ind 
back In a north westerly direction 
through Gallatin and Borne counties, 
crossing the Ohio at a point near Big 
Bone Springs. People who at first 
acoffed at the Idea of there being gold 
tn the county are now ready to take 
stock. In the meantime prospect holes 
are being sin k at intervals of three- or 
four miles all along the route of the 
supposed veins of gold and silver. 

INJUNCTION GRANTED 

Restraining Mayor From Removing 

Police Commissioner Rogers. 

Lexington. Ky., Dec. 10.—(Speclal.]— 
Circuit Judge Watts Parker granted an 
Injunction this afternoon In the Circuit 
Court restraining Mayor H. T. Duncan 
from Interfering with J. B. Rogers in 
the performance of his duties as Police 
Commissioner, and also restraining 
James L. Watkins from pretending to 
be a Commissioner.

REPORT OF JUDGE HOBSON 


SAYS PRESENT QUARTERS ARE 
INADEQUATE FOR RECORD3. 


SOME ARE KEPT IN HALLWAY. 


A Si .rilar Recommendation Was Made 
By Judge Gofer Twenty-six 
Years Ago. 


THE LOWRY CASE AFFIRMED. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
Appellate Judge J. P. Hobson, appoint¬ 
ed by the court to make an Inspection 
of the office of Clerk of that branch of 
the State Government as to condition 
and needs, this afternoon filed with 
Chief Justice Paynter a report which Is 
a strong argument In favor of an^ap- 
proprlatlon by the General Assembly 
at the coining session for the erection 
of suitable State buildings to house the 
public records. Judge Hobson calls the 
attention of the court, as did Judge 
Cofer twenty-six years ago. to the fact 
that the records of the Clerk’s office are 
In danger of destruction by fire, which 
would be a loss Irreparable in many 
matters, as there are generally between 
500 and 600 cases filed in the office, and 
to the fact that part of the filing cases 
are In hallways, nor under the super¬ 
vision of the Clerk, but for which he Is 
responsible. 

The report contains much of Interest 
to lawyers and litigants. It reads: 

To the Chl©f Justice of the Court of 
Appeals: Having been appointed to In¬ 
spect the Clerk's office of this court and 
report Its condition 1 submit the following 
report. 

1 find the Clerk's office in good condition 
and properly kept, considering the accom¬ 
modations furnished by the State for this 
purpose. The rooms are Inadequate for 
tho records, and part of them for want 
of space are kept In a room which Is 
not under control of the Clerk and Is 
used us a passway from the courtroom. 
All of the records are In danger of de¬ 
struction by fire, which mould be a great 
loss, perhnp© Irreparable In some matters. 
There are annually 600 or fiOO cases on the 
docket of the court and the destruction of 
the record© would entail much cost on 
litigants. The only adequate remedy for 
this Is a fire-proof building to keep them 
In The space now provided will be all 
occupied in two or thre^year© and ©nme 
provision should be m il*- In the mean¬ 
time for better accommodations. I find 
from the records that substantially this 
report was made to the court by Judgo 
Cofer In the year 1875 and again by Judge 
Holt In the year 1MJ9. 

The Clerk has made his ref>nrt to th© 
Auditor os required by law H© has also 
pahl the Auditor the amount of tax col¬ 
lected by him on appeals h© shown by his 
records. For the first year or two after j 
th© present law m*ent Into effect the re- | 
celpts of the offic© were Insufficient to 1 
pay the expense© by reason of the fact 
that a large part of th© f*©s cotl©cted 
went to the former Clerk; but this de¬ 
ficiency has. yenr by year, been reduced 
and pnld off out of the revenue of the i 
office, and on January t there will be a < 
surplus to be paid Into the Treasury. 

Practically alt of the cases submitted 1 
before the April term of this year have 
been sent out to the Judges, and some of 
those submitted at the April term. Onlv 
a few case© submitted prior to the April 
term remain undisposed of There are In 
the Clerk’s office about 3f.O cases under 
submission The following cases have 
been submitted, but not sent out because 
the briefs, of counsel hnv© not been filed:

QUEER ANONYMOUS LETTER. 


TOLD MB. DOERHOEFEB, HIS 
PROPERTY WOULD BE 
WORTHLESS. 


NO TRANSFER RECORDED. 


|Ian Who Refused To Give His Name 
Says “Property Owners Must 
Pay Handsomely.*' 


P. H. M’DONAI/D SAYS A WORD. 


The battle between the Union Ceme¬ 
tery Association and the property- 
holders from Twenty-eighth street to 
Western Pork, from Chestnut street to 
Broadway, promises to be a hard- 
fought one. The property-holders filed 
an injunction suit yesterday to prevent 
the association from establishing the 
negro cemetery and secured a tempora¬ 
ry restraining order. 

This angered P. H. McDonald, the 
real estate dealer, who is said to have 
negotiated the sale, and he says he has 
secured four attorneys to fight the In¬ 
junction proceedings. 

The fight has developed much ill 
feeling. A man who claimed that he 
knew what he was talking about mado 
the charge that the land had not been 
purchased for a cemetery, and that If 
the property-holdera would pay hand¬ 
somely no negroes would bo burled In 
the fifteen-acre plot. 

Mr. McDonald answered by saying 
that w hile no deed of transfer had been 
recorded, a contract which was Just as 
binding had been made, and nothing 
would stop the cemetery* He said a 
prospectus had already been Issued and 
that no trouble would be experienced In 
selling the stock. 

The plaintiffs In the injunction suit 
are the property-owners on Chestnut 
street and Broadway, between Twenty- 
eighth street and Western Park. 

The petition states the defendant 
company has a capital stock of $ 20 , 000 , 
divided into shares of $25 each, and that 
In Us prospectus It purposes to divide 
the above property, which has l»een 
purchased by them, into plots for 21.000 
graves. The stock Is to be Issued at the 
rate of $5 for one-fifth of a share, 
which would be exchangeable for a 
grave In the proposed cemetery. The 
prospectus Is also said to state “that 
cemetery associations have always paid 
Immensely, and that this association 
would return to the Investors therein at 
least $5 for each $1 invested.” 

The petition says that on December 
4 one of the plaintiffs. Basil Doerhoe- 
fer, received an anonymous letter, 
which stated that he had better give 
his Immediate attention to the ceme¬ 
tery plan, for If It went through “all 
the ground which the Doerhoefers and 
others owned on West Broadway and 
Chestnut street would not sell for $5 a 
foot.” 

After reciting that the property In tho 
immediate vicinity of the proposed cem¬ 
etery la largely laid off Into lots, on 
which many valuable residences have 
been built, the j»etltlon states that lti 
conjunction with these lots many of the 
plaintiffs “have established and built 
wells and other receptacles for water 
for their home consumption derived 
from the peroolation and seepage of the 
waters In the earth.” 

The topography and formation of the 
ground. It Is said. Is such that water 
rmdlly seeps through the soil, which is 
of such a character as to easily permit 
water In percolating through It to car¬ 
ry' any substance with which It may be 
polluted. The land owned by the 
plaintiffs is in the main lower than the 
site of the proposed cemetery. 

The ground of objection to the ceme¬ 
tery. as given In the petition. Is that 
the defendant company “is threaten¬ 
ing to and will, unless restrained. Inter 
in said soil us many a* 21.000 dead 
bodies, which said bodies will decom¬ 
pose and breed poisonous germs ana 
gases, and will be transmitted through 
said soil Into the wells and on tlw prem¬ 
ises aforesaid of these plaintiffs, and 
will destroy the value of wid wells and 
so i*oilute them as to greatly endanger 
the live* end'health of all occnp*n»» of 
said property, and in addition thereto 
the eald deoWosed belles will au»e 
strong unwholesome, disagreeable, 
noxious and foul effluence and odors 
and by this means will cause *)<*»«*»

all frictional parts or a gallon less than 
one-tenth shall be excluded. 

Section 2. That ail acta or parts of acts 
inconsistent with tho above are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

1L R. 179, residing as follows: 

Be It enacted by the Senate and House 
of R«prcx»>ntaUves of the United States of 
America, in Uongrese assembled That all 
distilled spirits now In Internal revenue 
bonded warehouses, or which may here¬ 
after be produced and deported In iruoh 
warehouses, shall be entitle*! to the same 
allowance for loss from leakage or evap¬ 
oration which now exists In favor of dis¬ 
tilled spirits produced, gauged and so de¬ 
posited prior to January 1, 189P. and sub¬ 
ject to th* same conditions and limitations, 
are hemby Indorsed es representing the 
views of the trade and of the various as¬ 
sociation* represented at this meeting, and 
we pledge ours‘dv* s to advocate the pas¬ 
sage of these bills and to advocate no 
Other measure©.

Increase In Property Values. 

Mr. Murphy. In hi* report, continu¬ 
ing. says. 

"The Increase shown In curb It^m of 
taxable property over that of last year 
Is very gratifying and clearly Indicates 
a successful year In the city’s trade 
snd continued Improvement In values 
of all kinds of property. 

"All values have been made upon a 
conservative basis. Realty assess¬ 
ments were increased In localities 
where values arc advancing and de¬ 
creased In old resident sections where 
values are declining. Every possible 
effort was made to regular* the assess¬ 
ment of business personalty uniformity, 
so as to distribute the burden of tax¬ 
ation alike on the various business en¬ 
terprises of the city. 

"Fifteen new factories have been 
added to the list of those receiving the 
benefit of tax exemption during the 
year, which makes a total rtf to# n**w 
factories that have been established In 
the city since the passage* of the law 
In March, 1S98. granting tax exemption 
to new factories.

New Tax System Wanted 

"As Uie Ltfghslaiuru of the buitc is 


about to convene, ! respectfuly recom¬ 
mend that an effort be made to secure 
a change in the system of taxing the 
business industries of the city so as to 
substitute a license system of taxation 
lnsteftd of the present ad valorem sys¬ 
tem, which Is placing our manufact¬ 
urers and merchants at a disadvantage 
in competing with those of other cities 
ami is otherwise operating against the 
best Interests of the city. 

"I also recommend that the building 
law of the city be amended so as to 
prevent the erection of stores, shops 
and other business places on Inside lots 
In resident localities. The beauty of 
many strictly resident blocks ha* been 
marred and their value* damaged In 
tills manner. in dwelling localities, 
business placrs should be confined to 
corner lots and should be set back on 
a line with the residences. In erecting 
r^sld^nce*. owners should be required 
by law to adhere to some uniform 
building, instead of leaving It to their 
own discretion." 

A number of street Improvement con¬ 
tracts. reported from both districts, 
were vote! on in a bunch at the sug¬ 
gestion of President Muir. The rule 
has heretofore been to vote on each one 
separately.

Against New Cemeteries. 


A resolution was adopted calling upon 
th** City Attorney to examine the law 
relating to the safeguards of the city* 
health and to report what steps could 
be ‘taken to prevent the establishing of 
new cemeteries. 

A Joint resolution was passed author¬ 
izing the City Buyer to purchase 10.000 
bushels of lump coal to be distributed 
by the Mayor to the city’s worthy poor. 

Mr. Blitz Introduced a street car 
vestibule ordinance, which Is to be op¬ 
erative from November 1 to April 1 nf 
each year. The penalty Is from $20 to 
$100. The ordinance was referred to 
the Railroad Committee. 

Mr. Shepard Introduced an nntl-smoke 
ordinance, which was referred to tho 
Health Committee. It provides that 
smoke coming In such quantities as to 
prove an Injury from a furnace, boiler, 
hotel, manufactory, apartment house, 
office building or business houses shall 
be deemed a public nuisance, and a 
penalty of from $10 to $100 Is affixed. 
The Health Officer has supervision, as 
proposed In the ordinance.

Funeral of Victim of Lexington's Sat¬ 
urday Night Tragedy Took

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 10.—ISpeolal.l— 
TYie body of f N. Hawkins, murdered 
and robbed Saturday night while gulrg 
home rrom his store, was Interred In the 
Lexington Cemetery to-day. The funeral 
was conducted by the Rev. Mark. Coilta, 
of the Broadway Christian church, and 
attended by many friends. Mr. Hawkins 
was a deacon in the Broadway Chris¬ 
tian church arid it was on account of 
having to pom the church books that 
he was out pan tlie usual hour. The 
funeral services were hHd at his late 
residence on Third street. 

The rew ard subscribed by citizens lust 
night at the moss-meeting tuns be* a 
placed on deposit In a local bank. To¬ 
gether with that offered by the Gov¬ 
ernor the reward now* amounts to about 
$800. The police have sent out circulars 
giving & detailed account of the mur¬ 
der and robbery, and a description of the 
watch and of the revolver left by the 
dead man's side by the murderer or 
murderers. 

The suspect RatciifTe 1ms been trans¬ 
ferred to the county Jail, being held on 
a charge of vagTaaicy until further evi- 
dtfK-H can be secured against him. it 
possible. The man ha* told conflicting 
stories, as has a woman who is at- 
tempting to shield him. and a chain of 
evidence appears to be forging about 
him. Mr. Walter Bronston and a oom- 
i anion saw* a strange white man acting 
In a peculiar manner mar the scene of 
the murder shortly before It Is alleged 
to have occurred. Bruce Corbin saw a 
white man near the some spot who 
pulled a slouch hat over his face, as If 
to fltlMUS bis identity a* h* passed. Cor¬ 
bin says lie :* the man now under ar- 
tvmt.

GOV. BECKHAM 


AT LEXINGTON. 


Visits the Reform School and Attends 
Meeting of Trustees of the 
State College. 


Lexington. Kv.. Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Beckham nmo to Lexington to¬ 
day for the purpose of inspecting the 
State Houses of Reform, which are lo¬ 
cated at Greendale, about six miles 
from the city, and to be present at a 
meeting of the board of trustees of the 
State College, of which the Governor 
1 * ex-officlo chairman. Gov. Beckham 
was met at the train by Mr*. L. K. 
Ynndell, of Louisville, a member of the 
board of trustees of the Reform School, 
and drove at once to the Institution. He 
did not attend the meeting of the board 
of trustees, which was held later In th» 
afternoon, but Inspected the school and 
took lunch with the members of the 
board. From Live Reform School he 
went to the State College, where he met 
the board of trustees. 

At the Reform School the needs of 
the institution were explained to him. 
The school will make a request of the 
next Legislature for an appropriation 
of $150,WH» for new dormitories, to be 
ti*ed In relieving the overcrowded con¬ 
dition of the school, and for an Increase 
of the per capita allowed each pupil 
from $75 a year to $125. The amount 
now allowed for clothing, feeding, edu¬ 
cating the children and Instructing 
them In manual training Is a frnctlon 
over twenty cents a day. Two cottages 
for boys and two cottages for girls nre 
. specially needed. t»* nre extensions of 
the various electrical and mechanical 
plants and other improvement*. The 
trustees will also ssk for an appropria¬ 
tion of $ 14,000 to cover deficleficles arm¬ 
ing from the present small per capita. 
Gov. Berkhom explained to the mem¬ 
bers of the board that he v»ns heartily 
In sympathy with the school and would 
do all in his power to co-operate with 
them._ _ _

Fitzgerald. The ordinance was not 
read and was Immediately referred to 
the Committee on Railroads, composed 
of Messrs. Paul C. Barth and R. B. 
Gilbert. The ordinance was prepared 
by Judge Thomas R. Gordon, MaJ. D. 
W. Sanders and MaJ. H. M. Lane. Mr. 
Fitzgerald, In Introducing the ordi¬ 
nance. said he reserved the right to 
make such changes in the measure as 
he saw flt. Messrs. T. C. II. Vance and 
S. S. Bush are the promoters of the 
company.

Ordinance In Full. 


The ordinance Is as follows: 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR A 
BTREET RAILWAY IN THE CITY OK 
LOUISVILLE. 

Be It ordained by tlie General Council 
of the city of lx»uis\-ille: 

Section i—There la hereby created and 
e&i&bllrhed a franchise or privilege to 
construct, maintain nnd operate a street 
railway in the city of Ix>ulsvifie, over and 
along the following route, to-wit;

Shall Continue Twenty Years. 


Uec. 1 That said franchise or privilege 
shall continue for a period of twenty 
(20) years from nnd after the time the 
same shall take effect. 

Sec. 3. That said railway track* shall 
be located as uear the center of said 
streets and avenues as may be safe and 
practicable; and the location and con¬ 
struction t hereof shall be under the super¬ 
vision of the Board of Public Work* 

Sec. 4. The said street railway may be 
operated by electric power, or by any other 
than steam pow**r, and that said franchise 
shall embrace the right to erect In and 
along sold streets and avenues the pole* 
and to arrange and string wires thereon 
and such other wires as may be necessary 
and suitable for the construction, main¬ 
tenance and operation of an overhead or 
underground single*trolley system for elec¬ 
tric transmission. The sold railway shall 
be otherwise, maintained and operated un¬ 
der and In accordance with the ord nance* 
of the city of Ixmltp llle that may be pass¬ 
ed from time to time providing for and 
regulating the operation of street railways 
In said city. * # 

To Use Other Companies* Track. 


Sec. 5. Tha person or corporation owning 
or exercising the franchise or privilege 
aforesaid may charge and collect toll 
therefor at the rate of five cent* for each 
passenger carried over the same wtthJn the 
city limits, provided that tickets shall be 
sold to persons applying therefor by the 
person or corporation operating said rail¬ 
way In packages of six for twenty-five 
cents, and each ticket shall be good for 
one continuous trip for the carriage of one 
person over said railway within the limits 
of said city; provided, however, that the 
person or corporation who shall obtain 
and use the right to run cars operated on 
said tracks shall have all the right that 
can be conferred by the city of Louisville 
to companies to use tho tracks of other 
street railway companies In said city, and 
the other street railway companies in 
sold city and persora operating street rail¬ 
ways In said city shall have a correspond¬ 
ing and like right to cross, travel on and 
the tracks of any railway operated 
under the franchise and privileges created 
by this ordinance, but in no Instance to 
exceed one-tenth of the length of any one 
line, and the cars and transit upon each 
line so used In common by two or more 
street railway companies or person oper¬ 
ating 9o!d railway nre to be so adjusted 
and regulated as not to create any unnec¬ 
essary Interference by one person or oor- 
pomuon with the operation of the other 
person or corporation exercising a like aitd 
corresponding privilege. 

Sec. «, Any person or corporation acquir¬ 
ing the franchise or privilege created by 
this ordinance may assign and transfer 
the same, and shall be entitled to enter 
into any arrangement or agreements wlih 
any other person or corporation owning 
Any other line of street railway in said 
city by which car* run and operate over 
uny other street railway line, or may allow 
the cars of any other street or railway line 
to be run and operated over the Uno here¬ 
inbefore described.

Equipment of Cars. 


Sec. 7. Said person or corporation, or the 
assignee thereof, acquiring tho franchlos 
or privilege herein created shall const met 
the said railway with a single or double 
track, and shall commence In good faith 
the construction thereof within four 
months from the time that such 
grant or franchise or privilege shall be¬ 
come effective, and shall diligently prose¬ 
cute the same, and shall complete at least 
three lines from or near the central part 
of said city to or near the city limits, one 
extending eostwsrdly, one extending tveq. 
wardly. and one southwardly, to or ne:*r 
the limits of said city within one yrar 
from the date of said grant, franchise or 
privilege, or from ths time the said grant, 
franchise or privilege become* effective, 
and shall build, equip and put Into opera¬ 
tion annually thereafter at least ten miles 
of said route; ami. provided further, that 
if *a!d person or corporation or the as¬ 
signee thereof shall roil for a period of 
five years from the time sa.d grant, fran¬ 
chise or privilege shAll become effective to 
lay down or construct a line of street rail¬ 
way on or along any of the streets or av¬ 
enues he rein beforehand named that such 
grant or franchise as to such street or av¬ 
enue, or part thereof a* may not be occu¬ 
pied by a completed railway track thereon, 
shall cease and become thereby forfeited 
and said street or avenue or part thereof 
shall be released from any further Us¬ 
ability to the construction of a railway 
track thereon under thla ordinance. And 
provided further, that the cars used In th- 
operation of said street railway shall l>e 
modem cars, provided with modern mo¬ 
tors and with vestibules for the protection 
of the motormen; that said cars shall be 
kept heated during cold weather; BhaU at 
all times, when in operation, be under ths 
ccmtrol and management of a conductor, 
and should any person, natural or artifi¬ 
cial. operating a street rail wav in said 
city become the purchaser of this fran¬ 
chise. or should the purchaser of thla 
franchise, directly or Indirectly, to another 
person, natural or artificial, operating a 
street railway In said city, then, and In 
that event, and Immediately thereafter, 
both, all and each of said railways, wheih- 
er consolidated Into one or operated sep¬ 
arately, shall thereafter be maintained and 
operated only In accordance with aU of the 
requirements, conditions and provisions of 
this ordinance: and the provisions of thts 
ordinance* ehall be held to apply to both, 
each and all of said street railway compa¬ 
nies as fully and completely as If require¬ 
ment. cond!ttons and provisions were each 
and all of them originally part and parcel 
of the franchise for and under which each, 
all and every one of said railway compa¬ 
nies were organized, maintained and oper¬ 
ated and entered into and formed part snd 
parcel of the conditions of each and every 
grant to construct, operate and maintain 
said street railway companies and street 
railways and each of them in said city.

AMENDMENTS TO 

CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


One of Them Provides For Shutting 
Off the Pay of Persons Irreg¬ 
ularly Appointed. 


"Washington, Dec. 10.—The President 
to-dny approved a number of Important 
amendments to civil service rules 8 and 
10. recommended by the Civil Service 
Commission some weeks ago, and sub¬ 
sequently passed upon as to their legal 
aspect by the Attorney General. Prob¬ 
ably the most Important of them pro¬ 
vides for discontinuing the pay of per¬ 
sons found to have been Irregularly ap¬ 
pointed. This Is provided for In the 
laws for the Philippines and In the 
State law of New York, but the Feder¬ 
al laws are held by the civil service ad¬ 
vocates to have been defective In this 
respect. Briefly summarized, the amend¬ 
ments make the following require¬ 


ments: 

Rule II. That Government officers and 
employes shall give sworn testimony be¬ 
fore the commission when required to do 
so in connection with Its Investigations. 

Rule VIII. Srotlon 13—That when? on 
appointing officer declines to make regu¬ 
lar appointment from a register contain¬ 
ing Wm than three names and Insists 
upon making u temporary «ppointme»*t, 
the temporary appointment shall be made 
from *a»ch register; and. 

Rule VIII. Seotion 16-TluG. whenever 
the commission shall find that any |>erron 
is holding a position in the civil service 
in violation of the Gvll service act and 
rules. It shall, after notice to the person 
affected, certify to the head of the propar 
department information of the violation, 
and If such person b<* not then dismissed 
within thirty days, the commission stmll 
give notice of the fact* to the proper dls. 
bursing and auditing officers, who whall 
not then permit to t»e paid to such person 
any salary or wages accruing after me 
receipt of such notice; provided, that any 
question of law whlob may be thus raised 
respecting the power to appoint or employ 
may be submitted by the President or 
ht'ad of department to the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral far opinion. 

Rule X. Section 2-Thal no wraoo •WkU 
be transferred from one classified position 
to anther m»le*H such person *ciusi y 
served for six months In the office in 
whdoh h^ became classified and In wiw 
position therein which at the time of th-? 
request for his transfer Is within the com¬ 
petitive classi fied service. _

OBJECTS OF THE ASSOCIATION. 


Cincinnati. D*c. 10.—The Am#*rlran 
Federation of Catholic Societies is now 
permanently established. At the ses¬ 
sions of the first day of Its Initiation no 
opposition to the confederation wan 
manifested. On the contrary, the at¬ 
tendance. unanimity of opinion and en¬ 
thusiasm of all present In the new or¬ 
ganisation surpassed all expectations. 
Xn his discourse In the morning at St. 
Peter’s Cathedral. Dr. M. J. Lavelle, 
rector of St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New 
York, eloquently sounded the keynote In 
favor of the federation. He was fol¬ 
lowed by Archbishop Elder in one of 
the most vigorous addresses that van- 
arable prelate ha* made for years. 
Archbishop Elder discussed the need of 
unity of action as well as of purpose, 
and pr»cilcted great results la the fu¬ 
ture by the uulon of Catholic organiza¬ 
tions. 

Prof. Anthony Matre. president of the 
Cincinnati Federation; Gov. Nash, 
Mayor Flelschmann, T. B. Mlnahan. 
president of the Ohio Federation; Presi¬ 
dent Freis. Vice President Fitzgerald 
and others were all most, enthusiastic 
In their speeches at the opening of the 
convention in the Auditorium, predict¬ 
ing good results for society and the 
country, the address of Gov. Nash be¬ 
ing repeatedly cheered as he referred to 
the good work of the church for law 
gud order and for the suppression of 
•ttarchy.

Bishop Elder Called. 


Following the addresses of welcome 
ord responses. Archbishop Elder, who 
occupied a seat with Gov. Nash, Mayor 
JlalschmAnn and the Bishops on the 
stage, wus called out. He suited that 
t» had fully expressed his opinion and 
wishes at the Cathedral, and asked 
President Freis to call on the Bishops. 
Addr e ss es were then made by Bishop 
ALfijes, of Covington; Bishop Horstman, 
of Cleveland; Bishop McFaul. of Tren- 
tnt, N. J., and Bishop Messmer. of 
Green Bay. Wla. Bishops Horstman and 
McFanl spoke at length, the latter hav¬ 
ing a carefully prepared address to 
show that the federation proposed to 
advance benevolent, social and Chris¬ 
tian work, and especially to assist the 
Catholic press and disseminate (.Catho¬ 
lic literature. The address of Bishop 
McFaul wn«* regarded as an official 
statement from the clergy, and that of 
T. B. Mlnahan as an official statement 
from the laltv President Mlnahan 
demonstrated that the federation was 
on* for Christians, and not for politi¬ 
cians He said no politicians had been, 
or ever would be. allowed In its coun¬ 
cils

recess was token, and the speakers 
commanded the closest attention to the 
last. The convention reconvened at 3 
o’clock and continued it? deliberations 
until «. when all committees were di¬ 
rected to report on the reassembling of 
the convention at 9 o’clock a. tlL to¬ 
morrow.

•lon to-night, and hereafter night ses¬ 
sions of the convention will be held.

Austin. Tex.. Dec. 10—The railroad 
commission reached «n agreement, and 
will to-day Issue an order with refer¬ 
ence to the hearing that tva* held in re¬ 
gard to Texas railroads failing to oper¬ 
ate their passenger trains on schedule 
time. 

The order directs the railways to op¬ 
erate their trains according to the 
schedule time at each station unless de¬ 
layed by unavoidable accidents 

It also provides that passenger trains 
shall not wait for other trains at junc¬ 
tion points longer than thiriy minutes, 
and railroads w M l be required to 
on the bulletin board at each sta l ti«m 
thirty miruu*a before schedule time for 
the tra*:: to arrive the time the train 
will arm**, an*l that the bulletin be 
corrected every thirty minutes up lo 
the time of the arrival of the train The 
order will go into effect Jrnuary 1. 190?. 


He Refused Tb Take the Oath of Alle¬ 
giance In Manila. 

Manila, Dec. 10.—The Supreme Court 
to-day dismissed the writ of habeas 
corpus In the case of Patterson, the 
Englishman, private secretary of Slxto 
Lopez, whose deportation Is sought by 
the authorities here as he refused to 
take the oath of allegiance to the 
United States when lie landed at Ma¬ 
nila.

Washington. Dec. 10—The Hon. Car- 
roll D. Wright. Commissioner of the 
United States Department of Labor, to¬ 
day made the following statement as to 
Mr. Carnegie’s endowment of a national 
university at Washington: “The general 
discussion which has been carried on 
during the last twenty-five years in re¬ 
lation to the establishment of a nation¬ 
al university in Washington has culmi¬ 
nated in a magnificent plan and endow¬ 
ment by Mr Andrew Camegte. For a 
number of years the university Idea 
held sway, but about two years ago the 
matter was taken up by the Washing¬ 
ton Academy of Science and this body. 

In co-operation with the George Wash¬ 
ington Memorial Association, formulat¬ 
ed a definite plsn which differed radi¬ 
cally from the university plan contem¬ 
plated tn the earlier year#. This result¬ 
ed las! spring, as was then published, in 
the organization of the Washington Me- 
mortal Institution. The plan was. In 
brief, as follows. 

“First—Organization Private founda¬ 
tion Independent of Government support 
or control. 

“Second—Objects (a» To facilitate the 
use of the scientific and other resource# 
of Government for r#*search. (b) To 
co-operat* with universities, colleges 
and Individuals In securing to properly 
qualified persons opportunities for ad- • 
vanced study and research. 

“Dr. Daniel C. Gilman, president of 
the Johns Hopkins University, was 
elected director of the institution. 

~ “When Mr. Carnegie came to consider 
the question of endowing a national 
university at Washington, he investi¬ 
gated the whole subject with his usual 
thoroughness, and f und that an Insti¬ 
tution devoted to research and the 
training of capable persons was more tn 
accord with his conceptions than the 
establishment of a university that 
would be>. rival of the already existing 
universities of the country. How far 
he was led to this conclusion by the 
work that had been don#* by th° organ;, 
nations in Washington is unknown, but 
his action indicates that he had faith 
in the general plan that had been de¬ 
veloped and crystallized In that city. 

tt is probable that the Washington 
Memorial Institution wjJl suspend its 
operation, for It is understood that Mi. 
Carnegie’s plan not only embraces oli 
the proposed activities of th*- institu¬ 
tion but goes far beyond these.”

CHINESE EXCLUSION 


IS FAVORED, BUT FEDERATION 
BALKS AT EXCLUDING 
THE JAPS. 


UNIVERSAL LABEL DEFEATED. 


Resolution Against Ticket Scalping 
Is Beaten After An Animated 
Discussion. 


Srrajiton, Pa.. Dec. 10.—The exclusion 
of Chlnarneu, Japanese and other Asi¬ 
atics from American territory; ticket 
scalping legislation and advisability of 
adopting a universal label for union 
made goods were the principal ques¬ 
tions that claimed the attention of the 
delegates at to-day s two sessions of 
the American Federation of Labor. The 
resolutions advocating th#* exclusion of 
the Chinese were adopted by the con¬ 
vention with considerable hurrah, but 
In the matter of excluding natives of 
Japan and other Asiatic lands a snag 
was struck, and this pa»: of the anti- 
Mongolian agitation v killed so far 
tus the present convention Is concerned. 
The special committee having charge 
of the exclusion matter was unani¬ 
mously In favor of reporting the Chi¬ 
nese section, but was divided in re¬ 
gard to the Japanese. The Pacific coast 
delegates led the discussion on Chinese 
exclusion, but were divided when It 
came to excluding other Orientals. Tin* 
burden of the remarks of those who 
opposed th»* Japanese resolution was 
that Chinese immigration was th#* 
greater evil of the two. and that to 
insist upon some restrictive law to 
prevent a Japanese Invasion may en¬ 
danger the i>a.s»age by Congress of the 
Chinese art. 

The ticket-scalping debate was lively. 
Tin* delegates representing the rail- 
wav telegrapher* opened th#* fight 
against the resolution. making the 
point that such action wa3 beyond the 
Jurisdiction of the Federation. The 
“typo*” were helped along In their ar¬ 
guments for the adoption of the reso- 
tutp.n by r>ev«*rnl socialistic memhi rs 
of the convention. A socialist from 
Chicago said the railroads were “skin¬ 
ning the people, and why not let the 
people skin the railroads; It is a ’skin 
game’ all round.” When the viva voce 
vote was taken those In favor of per¬ 
mitting ticket scalping won by an over¬ 
whelming majority. 

The agitation for a universal label, 
which ha* been carried on for a long 
time, was again defeated. Those who 
favored tn«* Idea fought valiantly, but 
? he delegates had made up th#*ir minds 
on tho question and crushed the prop¬ 
osition when It came to a vote. 

The convention disposed of much rou¬ 
tine business during the day. The 
Important question of trade autonomy 
will b#* sent to a special committee 
which will he announced to-morrow

“Teacher of the Law of Nature.” was | 
presented in the Police Court ye-terday ^ 
morning and fined $5. Patrolman Bore- 
land, of the Fourth police district, found 
lUin bowing to the trees m the neigh¬ 
borhood of Thirty-seventh street and 
Rudd avenue, and sent him to Jolt. 

Haust was one of the queerest char¬ 
acters that evar faced a Police Judge. 
He was under the impression that all 
nature was at his command and that 
& wr»rd from him would enlt?t the aid 
of his powerful ally—th** Dead!. Hau«L 
has for some time filled Portland wom¬ 
en with terror. He told M * Kate Em¬ 
bry that if she did not quit worshiping 
false gods he would be compelled to 
cause her death by lockjaw. While tho 
young woman thought the strange inan 
might be overvsUmuling his power, his 
quiet and matter-of-fact w\iy of telling 
it caused her considerable unca^lmbs 
and she told the police. 

Recently, Hauet has been living with 
Thomas Everhart on Water street near 
Thirty-sixth. A few days ago he told 
Mrs. Everhart that nature was angry 
with him an#i he would be compelled 
to make a sacrifice before all would 
again be well. He said he had decided lo 
offer her child as a sacrifice and asked 
the mother if *•»#? would object.

Evcchaan also told the police.

Tuesday Evening, Deo. 10.—The Wall 
» r«-» * market dioaed great strength 
(for a part of the day and 
Amalgambled Copper wa* ©harply ad¬ 
vance'll by the uneasy shorts. Im¬ 
mense sales met the advance and the 
w hole market decline*!, especially as call 
tnonay was bid up to S per cent, by bo- 
l tt*d borrowers. Offerings of stocks were 
large and the closing was dull and heavy 
at near the lowest figures of the day. 
Money was 5^8 per cent, on call, clos¬ 
ing at <*, which was the ruling rate. 
Sterling exchange closed heavy at $4.SG\ 
after a sharp advance. Government 
bonds were steady, but railroad bonds 
were Irregular. Money was easy in Lon¬ 
don. 

Heavy Chicago selling caused a feverish 
and rapidly fluctuating graifi market. 
Wheat closed at a decline of lHc. while 
corn broke over a cent and closed U%c 
down. Oats broke sharply and made a 
net loss of »;c. Provisions were 10c lower 
to L'VfC higher. Cotton was steady. 

Tattle In Chicago were steady. Hogs 
were active and 5c higher for heavies, but 
lights were slow. Sheep were weak to 
10 c lower. _ 

Exports of Corn. 

A Government publication combats 
the notion that American corn Is not 
populrt abroad. On the contrary. It is 

*se»*rted that It la not only very pop¬ 
ular. but that It 1« Increasing In favor 
every year 

In support of this assertion it Is 
shown that In 1891 our exports of corn 
amounted to only 30,000,000 bushels, of 
the value of 117.000,000. Since that time 
there has been an enormous Increase. 
In the fiscal y*ar 1900. the exports were 
neatly 210 . 000,000 bushels, and In the fis¬ 
cal year 1S01 nearly 178,000,000 bushels. 
For the present calendar year, up to 
September 1, that Is. for eight months, 
th<* exports were about 125,000.000 bush¬ 
els. 

The exports before September 1 were, 
of course. of crops prior to that of the 
current year. The short crop of the 
present year and the consequent rise 
in price will, of course, make the ex- 
pony for the remainder of the fiscal 
yeai much smaller than they would 
otherwise have been. The opinion is ex¬ 
press©!, however, that, owing to the 
hlghtt price, the money value of the 
exports may not be decreased. 

It is an Interesting question what Is 
Increasing the demand abroad for corn. 
Efforts that have be^n made to teach 
the peopte of foreign countries to eat 
cornbread have not generally been con¬ 
sidered vtry successful. Evidently, 
however, Europe, which takes nearly all 
our exported corn, is finding some use 
for It. If not for human food. In emne 
other way. Great Britain, the largest 
Import*-, took 85.000, P00 bushels last 
year, Germany 40,000,000. France 5,200,- 
000. and the remainder of Europe 55,- 
600,000 bushels. Whatever the reason, 
com hae become a very important ar- 
Rlde of export, and is manifestly in no 
disfavor. For the present we shall not 
have so much to spare, but another 
good crop will correct that. 

An Age of Beneficence, 
f With Mrs. Stanford giving $:m,000,0<K) 
to the Belaud Stanford. Jr., University 
and Mr. Carnegie scattering his gifts in 
tens of millions at a time. It may be 
truly said that If greater fortunes are 
ac< umulated than ever before so, too, 
they arc more used for the benefit of 
others. The belief that the millionaire 
Is only a trustee who Is bound to make 
an accounting for the wealth which 
has been given In his charge has been 
strengthened by the conduct of such 
men as George Peabody. Baron Hlrsch, 
ISt ^h Low, Andrew Carnegie, Philip Ar¬ 
ietta# kuu^J^mdrcds of others whose 


munificence has become a common 
story. The millionaire nowadays Is ex¬ 
pected to endow universities, build hos¬ 
pitals and homes as well as take part 
In all the great public movements of 
the day. J. Plcrpont Morgan’s benefac¬ 
tions have run tip Into the mill Urns, and 
almost every great city boasts some rich 
ii-an or woman famous for giving. The 
venerable Dr. Pearson, of Chicago. Is 
an example of the college builders 
whose generosity Is showered upon all 
races ami sects alike and which grows 
like Antony’s: 

“For h!s bounty. 
There was no winder ln*t; an autumn 
* t was. 

That grew the more by reaping.” 

The habit of giving Is a growing one 
in this day. more than It ever was be¬ 
fore. Best of all. it Is better directed 
and aimed not only to take care of the 
helpless and the outcast, but to pro¬ 
vide the rich blessings of education to 
the poor. The purpose of the gift has 
become as Important as the benefac¬ 
tion, and well it may be.

is a port of the bounty which the au¬ 
thors of this bill ace seeking to pro¬ 
vide for themselves. 

The American shipyards sue full of 
work and canon t take contracts for im¬ 
mediate delivery*. The owners of Ameri¬ 
can ships are prosperous. There is no 
scarcity of ohlpa In the foreign trade, 
but on the contrary, more ship* than 
cargoes. Freight rates are extremely 
low, grain being carried across the At¬ 
lantic as low ns a penny a bushel. The 
Interest of exporters donot demand 
the paj*«age of this bill. Its object Is 
simply to pay certain people who are 
doing a remunerative business higher 
profits. There Is n»> reason why one par¬ 
ticular branch of business should be 
singled out for this sort of favoritism. 


The Skipping Bounty. 

As was predicted, the shlpplug sub- 
sid'sts are on time with their proposi¬ 
tion to take money out of the Treasury 
and give it to certain men engaged In 
the business of ocean transportation. 
The bill Introduced this year differ* In 
detail from that offered to the last Con¬ 
gress, though the details cannot be fully 
set out without a oureftil study of the 
two. Hut It Is by no means apparent 
that any legitimate objection to the for¬ 
mer bill has been removed by the new. 

The objection to this bill lies In its 
fundamental principle, which Is to pay 
out moneyto individuals or corporations 
without reference to services rendered. 
The Constitution of Kentucky has & pro¬ 
vision that **ik> grant of separate, ex¬ 
clusive public emoluments or privilege* 
shall be made to any man, or set of 
men. except In consideration of public 
cervices.” Tills Is not peculiar to this 
State, but it may be said to be a funda¬ 
mental principle of Just government, a 
neceseory corollary of the equality of 
citizens lief ore the law*. Under the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution private property shall 
not be taken, for public us*? without 
Just compensation. Conversely, public 
property, or public money, should not 
be taken for private use until It is 
paid for or earned. 

To strengthen the pretense of public 
service* this bill Included payments to 
t*h!|>© for carrying the mails. But these 
favors are to be Jncreased, and It Is not 
pretended that the increase Is necessary 
In order to get the malts carried. The 
Increase, therefore, is a pure gratuity. 
It Is not to be paid upon 
business principles at all, that 
Is, not with any reference to 
what the service Is reasonably worth. 
The other bounties are 'to be paid for 
merely sending ships buck and forth 
between porta of the United States and 
foreign ports, graded In proportion to 
tonnage, speed and the number of miles 
traveled. Carrying merchandise and 
pa«»engers Is not a public service, but 
Is paid for by the passengers and the 
owners or shippers of the goods. But 
the bounties are not graduated }n ac¬ 
cordance with the amount of goods or 
the number of passengers carried, as It 
would be If the matter were put on a ) 
business basis. It Is well understood | 
that the object 1b to benefit certain 
specific people, and the bill has been 
drafted for that purpose by them, their 
agents or attorneys. 

The basis of these proposed bounties 
Is the Ftntement that a very small pan 
of our Imports and exports Is carried 
In veasels under the Hag of the United 
States. The reason of this is said to be 
that It costs more to build ships In the 
United States than it doea abroad, and 
that It also costs more to sail or steam 
them. Unless they are built at home 
they cannot be admitted to American 
registry, and without such registry they 
are not allowed to hoist the American 
flag, unless by a special act of Congress. 
The essential difference between the 
navigation laws of the United States 
and those of every other country in the 
world Is that in every other country & 
man may buy a ship where he can do so 
on the most favorable terms and oper¬ 
ate it under the flag of his country, while 
In this country he cannot. Under this 
system our merchant marine has de¬ 
cayed. But the proposition to repeal 
this provision Is strrnnusly resisted on 
the ground that It Is necessary to pro¬ 
tect our shipbuilders. Thus the 
system of protection \ Is applied 
to shipbuilding to the extent of 
prohibition, and yet it is deemed neces¬ 
sary to stimulate It by bounties. The 
same sort of prohibition might be ap¬ 
plied to the operation of ships by shut¬ 
ting the foreign vessels out of our ports, 
but this would provoke retaliation, and 
end, If carried out to Its logical conse¬ 
quence*. in putting a atop to ocean 
transportation to and from our Fiores 
entirely; and this is a little more than 
anybody cwres to attempt. 

Shipbuilding material can be brought 
to this country practically free of duty. 
Besides moat of It Is cheaper here than 
It is abroad. Our dearer ships «re ac¬ 
counted for by the higher wage* paid 
to American workmen. The same argu¬ 
ment is applied to sailing or steaming 
shipa under the American flag. Ameri¬ 
can seamen, it In suit!, get higher wages 
than foreigners, so that our *?h!ps can¬ 
not compete with tho«e of other coun¬ 
tries without reducing the wages of our 
seamen. This is the j>olnt at which the 
argument for the Frye subsidy bill 
breaks down. How dow it propose to 
keep up wage*? By providing that one- 
fourth of the crewm Of the subsidized 
Ships shall be citizens of the United 
States. That Is an odd way to protect 
American labor. The bulk of the crew 
may be foreign, and will be if they can 
be had cheaper, and their wages will tlx 
the w'&gt-s of the Americans. Tt Is ob¬ 
viously the Intention of the bill that 
this shall be done, otherwise this dis¬ 
crimination arrdnst American teamen 
would not be h It. The Intent is to get 
bounties for paying "the American scale 


British Mistakes In South Africa. 

The comparative freedom with which 
dispatches are coming through from 
South Africa Is held by the London 
Statist to mean that the Government Is 
at last giving Lord Kitchener the sup 
port he needs to bring the war to an 
end. Of course, such cablegrams as 
were published yesterday giving an ac¬ 
count of the effective work done In one 
week and the advance of the block 
house system Into the F.astern Trans¬ 
vaal are gladly transmitted by the cen¬ 
sor, but the Statist refers to news of a 
very different nature. It says In Its is¬ 
sue of November 30, wWch has Just 
been received: 

”On Thursday morning the Times print¬ 
ed a long telegram from Pretoria giving 
a detailed account of the number, the 
strength and the position of the severul 
Boer commandoes, and also of the force 
which Lord Kitchener Is able to employ* 
against them at the present time. It is 
clear that nobody but the military au¬ 
thorities can know all that is contained 
In the telegram. And even If a news 
paper correspondent could accumulate 
the Information. It is perfectly obvious 
that the censor would not allow his tele¬ 
gram to pass unless the military authori¬ 
ties thought It desirable that the state¬ 
ments made In It should be placed before 
the British public. We seem safe, there¬ 
fore. In concluding that the military au¬ 
thorities. If they did not actually suprly 
the information, at all events approved 
of Its being given to the Brilish public. 
And If that be so. we have clear evidence 
that I*ml Kitchener wishes for u further 
strengthening of the mounted men un- 
d**r his command. He Is not the kind of 
person to ask for pH Hence, or to worry 
at ignorant criticism. When he allows 
such a telegram to pass the censorship, 
we may be very sure he has a sufficient 
object In view.** 

The Statist is probably right, and It Is 
certainly much exercised over the neces~ 
slty of bringing the war to an end. It 
Is delighted that Gen. Ian Hamilton has 
joined Kitchener, and It calls upon him 
to reorganize the staff without fear or 
favor. Its criticisms are very severe 
upon post methods. 

If the Brltlsfh Government has at last 
come to recognize the superiority of the 
Colonial troops and the inefficiency of 
Its own officers and army. then. Indeed, 
the war may be nearing an end. The 
world has grown tired of the sickening 
tragedy that Is going on in South Af¬ 
rica. and If the inevitable end can be 
hurried by a recognition of national 
mistakes It will be welcomed. 


In a pamphlet discussing the Presi¬ 
dent’s recommendations regarding 
amendment of the Interstate commerce 
act. Mr. Walker D. Hines, vice presi¬ 
dent of the L. and X. Railroad Com¬ 
pany. argues forcibly that the commis¬ 
sion wishes to be invested with the leg¬ 
islative power to make rates, and to he 
authorized to act oa traffic nianag'r of 
al! the Interstate carriers of the coun¬ 
try* and as arbiter of the diverse com¬ 
mercial Interests of all the localities 
of the United States. It seeks this far- 
reaching power notwithstanding the 
fact that the law* as It now stands Is 
fully adequate for the correction of all 
unreasonable and unjust tariff rates, 
and without any pretense that such 
power would tend to stop secret rale- 
cutting. which. Mr. Hines Insists, is the 
only serious traffic evil now existing. 
It Is this evil, he urges, which is re¬ 
sponsible for the inequalities that are 
the subject of complaint and thut are 
attributed often to other causes. Mr. 
Hines Is thoroughly familiar with fc.Mh 
the law* and the facts which he dis¬ 
cusses. and his presentation of them in 
this Instance is well worth considera¬ 
tion.

OUTLOOK FOR THE NATION. 


Boston, Dec. 10.—The Boston Mer¬ 
chants’ Association met at the Ven- 
dome this evening In celebration of its 
twenty-fifth anniversary and was en¬ 
tertained by four men of national repu¬ 
tation who made spirited addresses, 
chiefly along political line*. Postmas¬ 
ter General Charles Emory Smith 
spoke on ‘‘Reciprocity;” the Hon. Ko- 
garo Taka hint, the Japanese Minister, 
cn “Commercial Relations;*’ Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna on “The Ship Subsi¬ 
dy Bill,** and Mr. Henry Watterson, of 
Kentucky, on “Kentucky and Massa¬ 
chusetts.” These were the principal 
guests, but at the tables were many 
men of State prominence, including the 
Hon. P. A. Collins. Mayor-elect of Bos¬ 
ton; Congressmen Conry and Naphen, 
and Marion E. Taylor, president of the 
Louisville Board of Trade. 

During the evening Gen. Collins held 
an lmpi*omptu reception and received 
many telegrams of congratulation on 
his handsome victory at the polls to¬ 
day. 

Lieut. Gov. John L. Bates, the first 
speaker, represented Gov. Crane. He 
extended the welcome of Massachu¬ 
setts to the guests. 

Postmaster General Smith, who fol¬ 
lowed and took reciprocity for his text, 
also advocated the development of the 
merchant marine, though he did not 
specially mention the Ship Subsidy Bill. 

Mr. Takahlra, Japanese Minister to 
the United States, spoke on the growth 
of trade between the United States and 
Japan and said Japan gladly* welcomed 
the accelerated development of the 
great Interests of the United States in 
the Pacific. 

• • • 

Hanna On Ship Subsidy. 


Senator Hanna was the last speaker. 
He confined his remarks entirely to the 
question of irhe ship subsUly and the 
latest bill for that purpose which has 
been presented to Cbngress. Mr. Hanna 
spoke of the bill Introduced Into Con¬ 
gress last year, and declared that th*> 
bill which was presented last Mondfy 
had, been simplified and modified !*>• 
meet tb-* objections to the former one 
He declared that the present bill was 
drsbguv'd to benefit American owmers 
and American capital only, and that if 
something were not done to protect the 
American merchant marine soon every 
channel for trade, every hole would be 
plugged by merchants of England. Ger¬ 
many and France, until the Americans 
should have to fight to get In. He de¬ 
clared that the only solution of the 
problem was to place the American 
merchant marine on an equal footing 
with that of the other countries. By* 
figures he Showed that the European 
countries are paying subsidies amount¬ 
ing to $28,000,000 a year. He bespoke tha 
support of the merchants of Boston fer 
the new bill.

Massachusetts and Kentucky. 

Boston, I believe, is In Massachusetts, 
and the Bostonese. I am told, pos¬ 
sess the conceit of themselves. It 
Is a handy thing to have about 
the house, and In your case hap¬ 
pens to be founded on fact. I at least 
shall not deny your claim to many good 
things which have come to pass since 
the birth of Benjamin Franklin and on 
down to the completion of the Subway 
and the new Passenger Stations. And 
yet back In the neck of woods where I 
abide th*‘re are those who think that 
Kentucky Is ”no slouch.” A story is 
told of an old darky In slave-holding 
clays who declared that his young mas¬ 
ter was tin- greatest man that ever 
lived. “Is he greater than Henry Clay?” 
“Yas. sir.” “Greater than Gen. Jack- 
s*wn?“ “Yas. sir.” “Well, come now. 
Uncle Ephraim, you won’t say that he 
Is greater than the Almighty?” Uncle 
Ephraim was stumped for a moment. 
“1 won* say dat. sab; no. sah. but. he 
ber’y young yif.” Kentucky may not 
be all that Massachusetts is; but Ken¬ 
tucky Is ”her*y young ylt!” 

You have here the accretions of near¬ 
ly three centuries of thinking und do¬ 
ing. A single century ago the hunters 
of Kentucky were threading their way 
by the light of pine-knot and rifle-flash 
through the trackless canebrake and 
the perilous forest to plant the flag 
which you worship and 1 adore upon 
the first singe of Its Westward 
Journey around the world. During that 
War of Sections which extinguished Af¬ 
rican slavery and crcat-d n Nat ion. 
Massachusetts wa« united to a man. 
Kentucky was so divided that she sent 
an equal number of soldier? into both 
of the contending armies. Throughout 
the period succeeding the chaos of that 
great upheaval, whilst Massachusetts 
stood '-ft at long range and took a 
speculative crack at all crearlon, Ken¬ 
tucky hud to grapple with its realities; 
to bind up the wounds of the body- 
corporate: to recover the equipoise 
off IM bovf*- politic, U> bury a lost causa 


and to repair the breaches among the 
combatants. We did It We are still 
doing what Is left of It for 
us to do. And, though we lack 
somewhat of the wealth which 
enables you to wish for a thing, and 
to have It. and, perhaps, the training 
and methods of order, which have come 
down to you from those bloody riots in 
which you will not deny that your fath¬ 
ers engaged—at Lexington and Con¬ 
cord and Bunker Hlll--yea t In the 
streets of this very town—we are get¬ 
ting there, and, let me repeat. Ken¬ 
tucky Is young yet. 

Not so young, however, that long be¬ 
fore many of us here present were 
born she was not old enough to go 
partners with Massachusetts to help the 
manufacturers fleece the farmers under 
the pretension that high protective du¬ 
ties would develop our Infant Indus¬ 
tries and make everybody rich.

Two Kinds of Free Trade. 


I beg you will not be alarmed. I am 
not going to discuss the Tariff. Twenty- 
five year? ago, I ventured in a modest 
Democratic platform, and In other sim¬ 
ple, childlike ways, to advance the the¬ 
ory that “Custom House taxation.” and 
I might have added all taxation, 
“shall be foi revenue only;*’ In other 
words that the Government has no Con¬ 
stitutional right nor power In equity, to 
levy a dollar of taxation except for its 
own support, and that, when the sum 
required has been obtained, the tax 
shall stop. They colled rue names They 
said I was & revolutionist. They even 
went the length of Intimating that I was 
a Radical, and that, you know, down 
our way. is equivalent to telling a man 
he la a son-of-a-gun from Boston! 
Worse than all, I was heralded and 
stigmatized as a Free Trader. Hoary 
old Infant Industries, exuding the olea¬ 
ginous substance of subsidy out of 
every pore, climbed upon their haunches 
and with tears In their eyes exclaimed, 
“What, would you deprive us children 
not only of our pap. but take from 
us the means of aiding the poor work¬ 
ingman to earn a living?” Being a per¬ 
son of tender sensibilities there were 
times w'hen I wanted to creep off some¬ 
where and weep. Ln! the scene shifts, 
and what do 1 »*»e? I see the Republic¬ 
an party, which was so aghast at the 
old-fashioned, allopathic treatment I 
prescribed, coming out as a full- 
fledged Free Trader on the homeopathic 
plan: It? hand? full of protocollc pill 
boxes loaded with Reciprocity capsules; 
each capsule nicely sugared to 
suit the fancy of such infants as accept 
the treatment, each pill-U-x bearing 
the old reliable Protectionist label! 

I should be disingenuous if I affected 
surprise. Indeed, the event fulfills a 
prophecy of my own. Many yenrs ago, 
talking to a company of manufacturers 
at Pittsburg, I declared that the dny 
was not far distant when Pennsylvania 
would be for Free Trade, whilst a Pro¬ 
tectionist party would be growing In 
Kentucky; that wiith plants perfected, 
with trade-marks fixed and patents se¬ 
cure, Pennsylvania, seeking cheaper 
processes and wider markets, would 
say, “away with the Tariff.” whilst the 
owners of raw-material, the coal baron? 
and the Iron lords of Kenftucky, would 
cry out. “hold on, we don’t want the 
robbing to stop until we have g^t our 
share of It.” 

I have Irved to ??e—and I do not 
deny Protectionism its share of the 
credit—my contention being that it wa? 
bound to come and might have been 
had cheaper—I have lived to see the 
American manufacturer able to meet 
his foreign rival to every neutral mar¬ 
ket In Christendom, aure at least of 
recovering and controlling those mar¬ 
kets that geographically belong to him; 
because, from a collar-button to a loco¬ 
motive, the Unshed product of the 
American manufacturer to-day beats 
the world. 

And this leads me to a?k. If all of 
us are to turn Free Trader?, where Is 
the revenue needful to support the 
Government — economically adminis¬ 
tered. mind you, economically adminis¬ 
tered!—to come from? We are barred 
direct taxation. Henry George being 
dead, and Tom Johnson alone surviv¬ 
ing. Massachusetts, the bell-wether 
of Innovation, will have to wrestle 
with the Single Tax problem even as 
long as she wrestled with the prob¬ 
lem of Abolition: and. meanwhile, 
somehow. the Government must 
tariff with “Incidental protection.” 
enough to supply our poor President, 
and his advisers, and our poor Con¬ 
gress, and other of our Impecunious 
employes In the public service with the 
means of keeping out of the poor 
house? Shall there be another r^andal 
about another liaison between Massa¬ 
chusetts and Kentucky, another league 
between the Puritan and the black¬ 
leg. another era of bargain, intrigue 
and corruption as a consequence of our 
forgathering here to-night? Can It be 
that It was for this you would lure the 
Star-eyed one away from the cold 
pedestal, whereon, like Nlobe. she 
stands, all tears, to these gilded halls 
and festive scenes? I was warned be¬ 
fore I left home that “those Yankees 
are mighty cute.” and I am afraid that, 
when I get back, the wise ones will 
shake thrir heads and wonder what 
kind of walking It was between Boston 
Common and the head-waters of the 
Bfargrass!

To Bear and To Forbear. 


Forgive the levity. But. what a 
comedy th* thing we call Government, 
what a humbug the thing we call Pol¬ 
itics! And yet, after all, how Inevita¬ 
ble! I have seen some real battles ln 
my time; but more sham battles, and 
1 do declare that I much prefer the 
sham battles to the real battles. I 
shall always contend that politics Is not 
war; that party lines are not lines of 
battle. 1 believe that we shall never 
approach the Ideal to Government 
until we have forced public men to 
speak the truth and hew to the line In 
public affairs, even as in private affairs, 
the same laws of honor holding good 
in both; and, whilst I would no more 
exclude sentiment than I would stop 
the circulation of blood, many lessons 
of dear-bought experience admonish me 
that we are as a rule nearest to being 
in error when we are most positive and 
emphatic; that grievous Injustice and 
Injury ure perpetrated by the misrep¬ 
resentation and abuse which are so 
freely visited upon public men for no 
other cause, or offense, than a differ¬ 
ence of opinion; nnd that Intolerance, 
the devil’s hand-maiden, in our private 
relations, embraces the sum of all vlcl- 
ousness In the affairs of Church and 
State. 

Among men of sens* and judgment, 
of heart and conscience, the subjects 
of real difference must needs be few 
and infrequent. Even these may be 
often accommodated without hurt to 
any interest, all Government being 
more or less a bundle of compro¬ 
mises. It Is that we do In the 
aggregate what no om* of u? would 
dream of doing In severalty; the 
point turning perhaps upon the di¬ 
vision of responsibility, but more upon 
the pressure which In excited tlmea 
the wrong-headed and stout of will im¬ 
pose upon the more moderate, the 
better-tempered and better-advised. 
Tte Press—particularly t He Yellow 
Press—Is doing a noble work toward 
the correction of this evil; bveause al¬ 
ready peopl- are beginning to believe 
nothing they read in the newspapers, 
and. aft- r n while, tiring of an end¬ 
less. dally circuit . r misinformation, 
they will begin to demand a journalism 
less interesting and m> re trust¬ 
worthy; and, believe me. when¬ 
ever they make this requisition— 
whenever they discriminate be¬ 
tween the organ of fact and 
the organ of fancy—there shall not be 
wanting editors who will prefer to grow 
rich telling the truth than to die poor 
telling lies We may not have reached 
yet the summit of human perfectibility, 
where we eau hold <ur own with the 
merchants of Bo.*ton. but even among 
the members of my profession the self- 
sacrificing spirit 1 v*s npare, and the 
time will come when Jlu* tv..ret of us 
will scorn the scoop that I? no longer 
profit'! ble!

less secure In Kentucky than In Chi¬ 
na, or even In Chicago; and. but a lit¬ 
tle while ft go a Kentucky mother was 
represented as thanking the One 
Above that her boy was bravely 
fighting ln the Philippines Instead of 
having to face the perils of the deadly 
roof-tree at home. You have been to d 
that Justice cannot be had in our courts 
of law. You have been told that, be. 
cause we have some surviving preju¬ 
dice against bringing the black man 
and bother Into the bosom of our fam¬ 
ilies. we are his enemies nnd would take 
unfair advantage of his Ignorance and 
poverty. None of these things are true. 
They are the figments of a bigotry that 
obstinately refuses to see both sides. 
There is an equal quantum of human 
nature In Kentucky and ln Massachu¬ 
setts. There ire as many church brlls 
to the Bluegrass country as in 
the Bay State country. and 
they send the same sweet notes 
to Heaven and sound exactly alike. The 
one community, like the other, may he 
trusted to uK Its part by humanity 
nnd it? duty to the State; nor can the 
one help the other except by generous 
allowance lor infirmities that under the 
same conditions are common to both 
and by manly sympathy in the cause of 
liberty and truth, which was, and is, 
and ever shall be. the glory of our 
whole country and the fulfillment, un¬ 
der God, of Its sublime destiny.

tion to which their Government owes 
its stability and Its power; consci¬ 
entious. earnest Americans, whether 
they dwell in Massachusetts or 
In Kentucky, cannot look with¬ 
out concern upon the peculiar 
dangers that assail us as we 
plow through the treacherous wa¬ 
ters which, for all our boasttd deep- 
sea soundings, threaten to engulf our 
Ship of State, and. along with it, the 
old-fashioned lessons of economy, the 
simple preachments of freedom and 
virtue. In which those fathers thought 
they laid the keel and raised the bul¬ 
warks of our great Republic. 

That wliich we call Expansion—covet¬ 
ed by some, deplored and dreaded by 
others—is a fact. The n€»wly acquired 
territories are with us, and they are 
with u? to stay; a century hence the 
Hag will be floating where it now floats 
unless some power stronger than we are 
ourselves turns up to drive us out. The 
very thought of the vista thus opened to 
us should give us pause, should chasten 
and make us humble ln the sight of 
Heaven, should appall us with the mag¬ 
nitude and multitude of its responsibil¬ 
ities. If we are to turn the opportuni¬ 
ties they embody only to the account of 
our avarice and pride; if we arc* to see 
ln them only the advancement of our 
private fortunes, at the expense of the 
public duty and honor; If we rue to 
tickle away our consciousness of wrong¬ 
doing with Insincere platitudes about 
Religion and Civilization and to soothe 
our conscience whilst we rob and slay 
the helple?s, with (he conceits of a self- 
deluding National vanity, then it had 
been well Tor us, and for our children, 
and our children’s children that Dewey 
had sailed away, though he had sailed 
without compass, or rudder or objective 
point. Into the night of everlasting mys¬ 
tery and oblivion. But. I believe nothing 
of the kind. I believe we shall prove a 
wntradictlon to all the bad examples 
of history, to all the warning voices 
of philosophy, to nil the homely pre¬ 
cepts of that conservatism which, 
founded in the truest love of coun¬ 
try yet takes no account of the revo¬ 
lution wrought by modern contrivance 
upon the character and movements or 
mankind. I believe that the American 
Union came among the Nations even as 
the Christ came among the sons of men. 
I believe that CoMMtutlonal Freedom 
according to the charter of American 
liberty Is to Government what Chris¬ 
tianity la to religion; and. so believing. 
I would apply' the principles and prece¬ 
dents of that Charter to the Adminis¬ 
tration of the Affairs of the outlying re¬ 
gions and peoples come to us as a con¬ 
sequence of the War with Sj>ain pre¬ 
cisely ns they were applied to the terri¬ 
tories purchased of France and ac¬ 
quired of Mexico; not merely guaran¬ 
teeing to them the same uniformity of 
laws which the Constitution ordilns In 
the States of the Union, but rearing 
among them kindred Institutions, essen¬ 
tial not less to our safely and dignity 
than to their prosperity and happiness. 
Entertaining no doubt that this view 
will prevail In the final disposition, my 
optimism is as unquenchable as my 
Republicanism: and both forecast In. my 
mind's eye centuries of greatness and 
glory r for us as a Nation and as a 
people. .. . 

We are upon the ascending, not the 
descending scale of National and pop¬ 
ular development. We are to re-create 
out of the racial agglomerations which 
have found lodgment here a new spe¬ 
cie? and a better species of men nnd 
women. We are to revitalize the prim¬ 
itive religion, with its often mislead¬ 
ing theologies. Into a new and prac¬ 
tical system of life and thought, of 
Universal Religion, to which the Decla¬ 
ration of Independence, the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States and the Ser¬ 
mon on the Mount of Olives shall fur¬ 
nish the inspiration and the keynote, 
to the end tnat all lands and all tribes 
shall teem with the love of man and the 
glory of the Lord. We are passing. It 
may' be. through an era of acquisition 
and mediocrity, a formative era, but 
we have made nnd ate making progress; 
nnd. In qute of he threats of Mammon, 
the peril? that environ the excess of 
luxury and wealth. In spite of the vl- 
clousness and the greed. w f e shall reach 
a point at last where money will be so 
plentiful. Its uses so limited and de¬ 
fined, that It will have no longer any 
power to corrupt.

Money In Elections. 


ator. the honored neighbor and friend 
who sit? near rue. Though not a Ken¬ 
tuckian himself, he has a brother who 
cinie to Kentucky to bear away upon 
th** wings of love one of our fairest 
daughters. According to the law of the 
vicinage down our way the clrcum- 
fltance mak**K us “kind o* kin,” as the 
saying is. and by that token, I have 
a proposition to submit to him. If he 
accepts it. I will go bail that my party 
associates ratify my act. 

He knows and I know how hard It 
Is to raise money even for the legiti¬ 
mate purposes of a National Campaign. 
Yet many people imagine that more or 
leas it Is merely to give the skillet an 
extra slr-.ke or two. Those who have 
leant actual familiarity with money are 
pronest to thinking of millions as mill¬ 
ionaires think of pennies. Thousands of 
good people believe that for everybody 
except themselves money grows on 
bushes, and that all elections are knock¬ 
ed down to the highest bidder. The bare 
fact is lowering both to our political 
standards and our standards of morali¬ 
ty. The mere statement Is In a sense 
degrading Nevertheless. It is undoubt¬ 
edly tru* that money Is as essential to 
political battles as powder and ball to 
actual battles, and the proposition 
I have to submit to my friend, the Sen¬ 
ator from Ohio. Is that he and I come 
to an agreement about what sum of 
money the two organizations will re- 
qulrc boontlj to tide them through to 
the next Presidential election; that we 
raise this sum on a Joint note and di¬ 
vide the proceeds equally; and that, 
when the election Is over, the party 
carrying the country shall pay the 
note! If It b* an Inducement, I wdll 
further agree that the money to be 
raised shall be of standard weight and 
value, expressed In gold and silver and 
paper convertible Into either at the will 
of the holder!

The Feaple Not To Be Corrupted. 


But. whether this or some other plan 
be reached to abridge the use of money 
In elections. ! do not doubt that we shall 
In the end weather the breakers of 
Plutocracy. 

It is true that, possessed of no 
great aristocratic titles, or patents of 
nobility, money becomes, and will prob¬ 
ably remain, the simplest and readiest 
of all our standards of measure¬ 
ment. Yet. even now, It is grown 
such a drug in the market, that 
some far-3eelng men, finding It so 
plentiful and easy to get. are giving It 
away in sacks and baskets. Time will 
show that Its value Is relative, and that 
after the actual needs of life, it will buy 
nothing that wise men will think worth 
having at the cost either of their con¬ 
science or their credit. Give me the 
Right—not In the character of an ab¬ 
straction. so often misleading to theor¬ 
ists and doctrinaires—not as a flash of 
fancy, so often Irradiating the dreams 
of the visionary with Its Illusory hopes 
—but the plain, simple Right In plain 
nnd simple things, obvious to the 
reasonable and the fair-minded, 
arising out of the common- 
sense and common honesty of 
the common people, relating to the act¬ 
ualities of Government and life, nnd 
driving home to the business and bos¬ 
om? oi men—and I care not for the 
golden contents of all the “bar’ls” 
that were ever tapped by sordid am¬ 
bition. or consecrated themselves as 
rich libations on the altars of opulent 
partylsm. 

The people, as a people, can never be 
corrupted. The whole history of a hun¬ 
dred years of Constitutional Government 
ln America, the moral lesson and the 
experience of all our parties, may *be 
told in a single sentence, that, when 
any political organism, grown over¬ 
confident by Its successes and faithless 
to Its duty, thinks It has the world in 
a sling, public opinion Just rears back 
on its hind legs and kicks It out. In 
that faith I rest my hope of the future 
of the country: sure that in the long 
run, wrong cannot prosper, and that an 
enlightened public opinion is a certain 
cure for every 111. 

Gentlemen. Kentucky salutes Massa¬ 
chusetts!

Plea of a Friend For Justice To the 
Memory of a Charitable Woman. 

[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal ] 

Dear Sir: As I see the name of Mrs. 
Bc-ttle Kern, who died last Tuesday, men¬ 
tioned In your Issue of Saturday, the 7Ul 
Inst., In not a very complimentary man¬ 
ner. please allow mo a short space !« 
your columns to reply. By so doing, you 
will oblige not only me. her pastor, per¬ 
sonal friend, and adviser, for the last 
seven years, but hundreds of her friends 
ln l^oiilsvlile, especially the many chari¬ 
table Institutions of this city, which this 
philanthropic woman remembered In her 
last will. 

Mis? Bet tie Froehllch came to LoulsvlUo 
from the Grand Duchy Baden, In Ger¬ 
many. About thirty years ago she was 
marrh d In Louisville to Mr. Daniel K«rn. 

- who was also a German by birth. He 
was a Confederate soldier and fought 
with a Kentucky regiment throughout the 
war. 8lx years ago Mr. Kern died, ami 
left his wife In. what poor people call, 
very good circumstances. He was a cor- 
penter by trade, and thus kept the houses 
which he owned in good repair, and had 
beside a small second-hand store which 
was attended to by both Mr. and Mrs. 
Kara. They were both very charitable, 
and myself ns well as the different be¬ 
nevolent societies to which this peaceful 
nnd quiet couple belonged, can but speak 
In respectful terms of them. A short 
time after his death she gave up her llttls 
store at fl20 West Ninth street, and moved 
to a house which she owned at that tima 
on Preston, near Jefferson. But she lov»<l 
her old home. In which she‘lived a happy 
nnd contented life together with her 
husband for over twenty-four years so 
much that she sold her house on Preston 
street and moved back to her old home. 
She oocupbd In It the whole second story 
and part of the first, while the store was 
rented to a man who Is still occupying 
It. Her hom* was nicely furnished un i 
kept clean. But during the last two years 
and a half she wus 111 of a cancer, and 
her household, naturally, became neg¬ 
lected. She refused to undergo an opera¬ 
tion l*»catif£ all physicians whom she con¬ 
sulted pronounced such an operation ln 
her advanced age most dangerous. Dr. 
R. B. Gilbert was h«*r family physician 
for the last eig.ot years, nnd attended to 
her most conscientiously. In the last 
months, from about July to her very last 
hours, he went to see her every day, and w e 
met there quite often. About three years 
ago she whs willing to give $2.Wn to the 
Congregation B’rlth Shalom, to which she 
belonged. If they would buy the qhurch 
on Second and College which was for 
sale at that time. The colored people to 
the. neighborhood highly esteemed her. 
Jt was on a very hot evening last August 
I bid her good-night with the Intention 
to call again In the morning, because I 
surely thought thut was to be her last 
night. In the morning 1 found her ex¬ 
hausted. “I hud no good night rest.” the 
said to me; “some colored people gather* d 
In the home of the colored man that lives 
In the rear of the house and gambled. 
Now*, my house must be as It ever was, 
pure, and I wish to <11© here.” Frail Mrs. 
Kern! Sick unto death, yet strong enough 
to chv>e away able-Uwiied negroes, who 
would contaminate her house. Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Kern are known to all who 
knew them as strictly honest people. The 
estate they accumulated during nior© 
than a quarter of a century, not by specu¬ 
lation, but by hard work and frugality Is 
worth from $x,000 to $9,000. and In th© last 
legal document that she prepared almost 
all Is to go to charity. 

All these facts have been brought for¬ 
ward by mo In order to show that th© 
long report concerning her life In last 
Saturday's Issue was a tissue of fancies 
wht»h did grievous wrong to a very 
worthy woman, and to rectify a mistake 
is certainly a most holy duty. To awoken 
approbation of a person, of his or her 
character, was, is and must ever remain 
a solemn and religious duty with all civ¬ 
ilized people. The annals of centuries, 
the grnftt perspective-glass of history 
through which wc may look far hack Into 
the remote objects of antiquity, give tes¬ 
timony that the dignity of man was ever 
honored In the dead.

A BASEBALL TRUST. 


If Barney Dreyfuss Does Not Vote For 
It the National League Quits. 

New York, Dec. 10.—[Special*]—When 
th# magnate* of the National League 
Baseball Clubs met In annual session at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel to-day a scheme 
that will revolutionize the present meth¬ 
ods of conducting baseball was unearthed. 

The scheme ts the formation of a base¬ 
ball trust, which will do entirely away 
with the National League body as It Is 
at present. The scheme 1s credited to 
John T. Brush, of Cincinnati, backed by 
Andrew Freedman, of New York, and 
Frank Do Haas Robison, of St. Louis, 
and this trio will. If these plans are 
carried out, hold full sway In the baseball 
world, with the balance of the magnates 
a minor consideration. 

The organization Is to be known as the 
National League Baseball Trust, the 
shares of the organization to be divided 
Into common and preferred stock. 

The division of the stock Is to be on the 
following basis: New York. 30 per cent.: 
Boston. Cincinnati and St. Louis. 12 p*»r 
cent.; Chicago and Philadelphia. ID per 
cent, each; Pittsburg. 8 per cent., and 
Brooklyn, 6 per cent. As the plans sh ipe 
themselves they show but one alternative 
to the dub owners, either to accept them 
or the National League goes out of ex¬ 
istence with this meeting. It Is now de¬ 
pendent on Barney Drey fuss, of the Pitts¬ 
burg champion team, and his decision will 
settle the question once for all.

BRUSH AS AN AUTOCRAT. 


New York Rumor of ft Startling 
Scheme For Baseball Government. 

There leaked out to-day the details of 
a plan that has been hatching In the 
brains of John T. Brush, of Cincinnati, 
and a few others for the post year, and 
which will be presented to the league 
during the. meeting opening at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel to-morrow, unless Brush's 
nerve falls him, say* a special from New 
York. The plan is to abolish the Nation¬ 
al League presidency and have a board 
appointed, with Rrush as chairman, that 
will license nil ballplayers. But four mem¬ 
ber* of the National League, probably 
Brush.

Incidentally, get the reserve rule's legali¬ 
ty out of the courts. By licensing ball 
players. Just as Jockey* and trainers are 
In racing, the National League, or, rath¬ 
er, this board, w’ould hold the whip hnnd. 
In that the secretary of the board could 
place players with any club that be 
might select, and the players would have 
to go or not receive a license 

It Is given out that the reason the Na¬ 
tional agreement wo* abrogated last Sep¬ 
tember whs in order to give Brush an op¬ 
portunity to prepnre his scheme and pave 
the way for getting rid of Nick Young. 


GEORGE SHEW MAKER DEAD.

-1 Spe¬ 
cial J—There Is a row on In th# 
rank* of the stockholder* of the 
Kentucky Trotting Horae Breed¬ 
er** Association, which 1* assuming large 
proportion*. It was brought about by the 
recen t election of directors. In which B. T. 
HarbLson and H. K. McAdams were de¬ 
posed and Brook Curry and J. D. Grover, 
of Georgetown, were selected os director# 
In their places. This change was brought 
about. It Is stated on good authority, by 
Mr. Curry securing a large block of stock 
besides getting the proxy of Senator J. 
W. Bailey, of Gainesville, TVx.. for the 
stock that the Western statesman hold*. 
By* vot'.ng these tw*o blocks of stock for 
htmwelf and for Mr. Grover the change 
In the Board of Director* w*a^ brought 
about by Mr. Curry. 

It t* creating much comment, and the 
old guard, the men who have been breed¬ 
ing horse* for the pa«t twenty years, are 
grumbling nt being asked to take a back 
**a1, while they say that men who have 
nothing more than commercial interest*

Both men were out of town at the time 
of the election. The old-school breeder* 
and former leader* In the association also 
complain that the association la an *£*o- 
ciaUou strictly to promote breeding inter¬ 
ests. and that men who arc ohk*fly .ti- 
gagad in the bustnre* of buying and sell¬ 
ing horses should not be In power. By the 
election Mike Bow'erman became vice pres¬ 
ident of the association, and 1* next In

"TERM OF FOUR YEARS" 


Mr. Grainger Declares Appointment 
Will Not Stand If He Can 
Prevent It. 


CONTROVERSY IN THE COURTS. 


At a meeting of the Board of Public 
Work* * yesterday Mr. Clarence Parsons 
was appointed Chief Engineer of th e 
city at a salary of $2,600 a year. T he

appointment was made by Messrs. T. 
P. Satterwhlte and T. L. Jefferson, a 
majority of the board, over the objec¬ 
tion of Capt. John H. Weller, the third 
member, and against the wishes of 
Mayor Grainger, Messrs. Jefferson and 
Satterwhlte are the appointee* of for¬ 
mer Mayor Weaver and Mr. Parsons 
is a relative of the former Mayor. It is 
claimed that both members of the 
board knew that the appointment of 
Mr. Parsons was contrary to the desires 
of Mayor Grainger. Capt. Weller not 
only voted against Mr. Parsons, but 
gave his objections to the appointment 
In vigorous words. 

City Attorney Stone said that accord¬ 
ing to his construction of the law tho 
action yesterday was Illegal and Mr. 
Parsons could be removed by the In¬ 
coming board at any time. Mayor 
Grainger said Mr. Parsons was not the 
man he wanted for City Engineer and 
he should not remain In that position 
If he could prevent Jt. 

The general understanding of the city 
charter has been that either the Board 
of Public Safety or the Board of Public 
Works could remove any head of a 
department or employe “at will.** Con¬ 
sequently It is probable that one of the 
first acts of the new* Board of Public 
Works will be to remove Mr. Parsons 
and to appoint Mr. Joshua Breed to the 
place. Mr. Breed Is said to be Mayor 
Grainger’s choice for the office, and it 
is known that no member of the new 
board will oppose the Mayor In the 
matter. 

• • • 

Term of Four Years. 


Another feature of the appointment 
Is that Mr. Parsons was appointed to 
; serve for a term of four years. Four 
years ago when he was made City En¬ 
gineer no period was cited as the 
length of his term. Mr. Parsons and 
Messrs. Satterwhlte and Jefferson 
claim that they have consulted law¬ 
yer* and that Mr. Parsons Is the legal 
engineer for four years. 

A prominent official at the City Hall 
yesterday afternoon said: “According 
to the views of Messrs. Satterwhlte and 
Jefferson the present members of the 
Boards of Public Safety and Public 
Works could name all the officials who 
are to serve under the boards during 
Mayor Grainger’s administration. Such 
a thing was never done before and no 
man was ever appointed to office under 
either board for a term of four years."

Mr. Parsons' Cnse. 


Mr. Parsons said he had been assured 
that there was no danger of his re¬ 
moval, and that he felt secure in the 
following legal points which he had 

prepared:

Subsequently an 
amendment to the act was passed em- 
powerlng the Board of Works to nnipioy 
a Chief Engineer for the city of Lritilx- 
vlUe making no provision for tho term 
of office, duties or emoluments uppertnln- 
lng thereto. The Constitution, after Its 
adoption, provide! that all laws In ox- 
* w!th regard to munlcipollUrs 
, should be and remain In full force until

BANKING CASE UP AGAIN. 


No Water and No Fire Engine and the 
Flames Swept Everything In 
Their Path.

This town, the county Bent of Wayne 
county, was almost wiped out by a fire 
which broke out shortly after last mid¬ 
night and burned until after daylight 
this morning. The following buildings 
were destroyed: Eon Davis, dry goods 
house, loss $5,000: William Boo ion, dry 
goodB and groceries, $5,000; Peter Ffsch- 
ttack. saddlery and harnest*. $4,000; ( 
Chapman Fry. dry goods, $6.»>00; Addi¬ 
son Napier, livery and sale stable, ] 
$7,000; L. L. Osbornes dwelling and 
dry goods store. *8,000; Wesley Ellis, 
wagon shop, $3,000: Elisha Adkins, 1 
dwelling, $1,500; Mrs. G. G. Burgess, 
tmteher shop, $1,000; W. L Booton’s 
residence, $2,000. 

There was little insurance on any of 
the burned buildings or stock, as the 
town has no fire dei>artment, and being 
located on a high hill, It is almost im¬ 
possible to even secure water for do¬ 
mestic purposes. The courthouse hns 
been destroyed twice In the lost few 
years. East night’s fire originated in a 
livery stable and a stiff wind that was 
blowing caused the flames to sweep on, 
destroying everything in their path for 
two squares. No one was injured dur¬ 
ing the conflagration. The inhabitants 
had nothing to do but stand Idly by and 
see their property go up In smoke. 
There will be little suffering from the 
fact that almost all the people who lo3t 
are well to do.

Edinburgh, Dec- 10.—The Court of 
Scs&ions to-day dismissed the aotjon 
brought by the Spanish Minister of Ma¬ 
rine against the Clyde Bank Company 
for £75,600 damage* owing to the delay 
In the delivery of four torpedo-boat de¬ 
stroyers, which. It was claimed, were 
required for the Spanish-American war. 
but were not delivered within the con¬ 
tract time. 

The ruling of the Court of Sessions 
reverses the decision of the lower court. 
The Sessions Court held that, as the 
contract was made with a State which 
was a monarchy, the monarch alone 
could make a claim. One of the Judges 
dissented from this ruling, maintaining 
that to refuse the right to claim was to 
refuse to recognize and resp<*ct the con¬ 
stitutional position of a foreign Minis¬ 
ter of State, the action having been 
brought by the Spanish Minister of

The losses In Amalgamated Copper 
stock within a few months are without 
parallel In tlie history of Wall strict. 

At $130 a share, at whlrh the st^’k 
sold, the shore capital of the company 
represented a stork mnrket selling 
value of $201,600,000. Cut in half in I he 
price, to 65%. on Saturday*, the selling 
value at 65 represented $100,750,000. and 
the decline of the security 1* represent¬ 
ed by the same enormous figure. Th» 
public loss of $100,750,000 Is widely dis¬ 
tributed. and figures not only in money 
actually withdrawn, but in the de¬ 
creased borrowing power of the stock¬ 
holders. 

No such loss. It is believed, has ever 
been entailed In connection with any 
one property In an equal period. It full* 
on the rt< h and poor alike, and has sent 
a chill throughout the financial world, 
affecting money rates at every financial 1 
center of Europe and influencing at one 
time or another British consols, French 
rentes and the German linjierlal bond 
issues. 

This result h*s been obtained through 
tht? declines lu copper nnd copper share* 
nbroad, and no securities apparently 
have escaped the malign influence, 
through the effect which the selling of 
one stock or group of stocks has on an¬ 
other. 

That tho stock has had such Influence 
on the markets of the world !h due to 
the fact that It Is the property of the 
Standard OH party, and has been re¬ 
garded tts reflecting the position of that 
all powerful Interest toward the general 
market. Not one word of news has ac¬ 
companied the decline, which was In¬ 
augurated juFt prior to the omission of 
the extra quarterly dividend on Amal¬ 
gamated Copper In September. 

The omitted dividend amounted to H 
of 1 per cent.. Involving a sum no larger 
than $775,000. The otniFslon of this 
trifling sum. together with tho unsatis¬ 
factory Industrial condition abroad, a 
decline In exports of copper of $23,000.- 
000 In the first ten months of the year, 
and discussions ns to whether the com¬ 
pany could or could not, had or had 
rot. maintained the price of copj>er at 
16 %c a pound, has resulted In the ter¬ 
rible losses.

Chicago ’Change. 

Oilcago. Dec. 10.—Extreme nervousness and 
wild fluctuations characterized the grain mar¬ 
ket* hero to-day. Bulls and hears vied with 
each other for possession of the pit* and all 
sort of stories were afloat intended to Influ¬ 
ence prices.

Weather reports on all bands stated that tho 
winter crop was doing well. Augmenting this 
bullish argument came a rush to set out of 
ths market both by professionals who held long 
line* which they ha) acquired nt a low figure 
and by many of the smaller fry who wanted 
to quit without a lots At high prices man 7 
sellers went short Ths result was a terrible 
slump at tt^e opening. May opened Jaggedly 
to 1H®l8»r lower at 83c to 81* 4 e. The 
trade was enormous and offerings large. But 
such lav prices after yesterday’s high level 
tempted buyers again. Many commission 
houses put buying ordma In the pit. ostensibly 
from New. York and St Louis. There was a 
rumor curLnt that a crowd of capitalists at 
Loul*vll% were trying to corner wheat and 
that this buying was for them. With a whoop 
prices started up again, reaching S3%c only to 
■eg sgsln to 82%c, The tone of the market 
at this Juncture was tense and etralned. but It 
boosted prices again to 83%e. This time the 
flood of selling orders and the quantity of long 
wheat that t»oured Into the market was ap¬ 
palling and the weakening slump came. May 
sold down in quick Jumps.

L. AND N. CONTEMPT TO DAY. 


ATTACKS BOARD OF SAFETY. 


The hearing of the contempt rule 
against the L. and N. in the Central 
Stockyards case was postponed yester¬ 
day until this morning at 10 o’clock. 

The order of Judge A. R. Bumam. of 
the Cqurt of Appeals, refusing to dis¬ 
solve the temporary injunction granted 
by Judge Miller, Is as follows: 

After reading the record, evidence ami 
authorities cited and having considered 
tho very able arguments, l>oth oral and 
written, of counsel upon the motion of 
the Lndsvllfo and Nashville Railroad 
Company to dissolve the mandatory in¬ 
junction granted in this case on Novem- 
1**t 23 last by the Judge of the Chancery 
division of the J«*fTens>n Circuit Court, I 
have r»oncltided tiiat the motion should 
be overrubd, and t is so ordered. 

As the Circuit Judge ha* written a very 
full op.iuon, and the case will probably 
come before the Court of Appeals for 
final Judgment in a short time, I deem It 
unmecc-swury to write out the grounds of 
my conclusions os to tho temporary In¬ 
junction now before me.

Attacks Board's Right To Dismiss. 

A suit was filed yesterday by former 
Patrolman Robert Deutschman against 
Mayor Charles F. Grainger, Ed T. 
Tierney, R. Lee Suter and John 8. 
Morris, as members of the Board of 
Public Safety, and Acting Chief of Po¬ 
lice Sebastian Gunther. In which the 
right of the board to try and dismiss 
policemen for cause will be tested. 

Deutschman was dismissed from the 
force February 7, 1901. for alleged neg¬ 
lect of duty, reported by his superior 
officer. Sergt. Stone. The usual trial 
was held and the result was as stated. 

Deutschman insists that the board had 
no right to dismiss him, that he had 
never been guilty of misfeasance or 
malfeasance, and he asks Judgment for 
$679.50. the amount due as salary from 
the date of his dismissal, restoration to 
duty and his salary of $2.25 a day until 
restored. 

Deutschman’» attorney. Mr. John Ma¬ 
son Bnow r n, said yesterday that his con¬ 
tention was that the granting of Judi¬ 
cial powers to the Board of Public Safe¬ 
ty was unconstitutional because it was 
there specially provided that persons 
could only be removed from office by 
Impeachmen’ or conviction of misfeas¬ 
ance or malfeasance. He maintains 
that tlie recent decision of the Court 
of Appeals In the Pratt-Breckinridge 
suit is on this line. There, It was held 
that the exercise of judicial functions 
by the State Board of Election Com¬ 
missioners was unconstitutional. 

John Fleming Released. 

Judge Miller yesterday ordered the 
release of John Fleming on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Fleming is from Chi¬ 
cago and Is eighteen years of age, and 
was arrested recently by Detectives 
Daly and Walker on a warrant charg¬ 
ing him with "forgery.** but not stat¬ 
ing In the warrant Itself the character 
of the forgery.
